COLLEGE. 


Great Project Now 
Under Way. 


—- 

President Dwells on Its Imrortance 

in New Role the Country is 
Called Upon to Play. 


Secretary Root Traces Growth 
of Movement Leading to 
Glorious Conclusion. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
ASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—In the 
presence of an assemblage of dis- 
ti including the 

s’resident of the United States, mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and of Congress, 
justices of the Sunreme Court of the 
United States, representatives of for- 
eign powers and others eminent in the 
life of the nation, corner-stone of 
the Army War College «+. laid here 
teday with impressive and 
Masonic ceremonies. 

The occasion was rendered notable 
and interesting by addresses delivered 
by the President, Secretary of War 
Root and Maj.-Gen. & B. M. Young, 
president of the War College. The site 
selected for the new building is on 
the reservation of the Washington 
barracks, at the foot of Four and One- 
half street. 

Today's ceremonies marked the be- 
ginning of a project which has been 
fostered by the President, Secretafy 
Root and others interested in the ad- 
vancement and thorough training of 
the United States Army. While the 
foundation of the new structure, which 
is to be y unique, bas been 
only just 


structures there will be a hospital, 
barracks, officers’ Quarters, and an ad- 
ministration building, all to be hand- 
some, ahd of the most approved archi- 
tectural design. The Army War Col- 
lege grounds have been selected as the 
site of the statue of Frederick the 
Great, which Emperor William has 
proposed to present to the people of 
the United States. 
PICTURESQUE FEATURE. 

A picturesque feature of the cere- 
monies foday was the participation of 
the military. About one . thousand 
troops, representing the arfous 
branches of the war service, t part 
in the exercises. They we drawn 
from the several army posts in Wash- 
ington and vicinity and were in com- 
mand of Maj. W. M. Black of the 
Corps of Engineers. 

The President, accompanied by his 
military aide, Col. Theodore Bingham, 
left the White House in a carriage at 
ll o'clock. He was escorted to the 
War College grounds by Troop E of 
the Third Cavairy. In other carriages 
members of the Cabinet accompanied 
the President. Two non-c issioned 
officers, both skilled horsemen, rode on 
each side of the President's carriage 
to control the in case they were 
frightened by the firing of salutes or 
otherwise, and two privates were de- 
tailed to each of the other carriages 
as a precaution against accidents. 

REGULATION HONORS. 

As the President and party entered 
the grounds the President's flag was 
run te the top of the flagstaff, and a 
section of the Fourth Battery, Light 
Artillery, fired the Presidential salute. 
The assembled troops paid the Presi- 
dent the honors prescribed by the regu- 

Grand Master George H. Walker of 
the District of Columbia Grand Lodge 
of Masons and other officers of the 
Grand Lodge, in carriages, Were es- 
corted to the War College grounds by 
the Second Cavalry Band. 

The ceremonies incident to the lay- 
ing of the corner-stone were impres- 
sive; the invocation was pronounced 
by the Rt. Rev. Henry Y. Satterlee. 
Bishop of Washington, the assembiage 
standing uncovered during the prayer. 
After music by the bihd, President 
Roosevelt was introduced by Gen. G. 
L. Gillespie, Chief of Engineers of the

“Ladies and Gentlemen: It should be 
a wfatter of pride and congratulation 
to every American citizen interested 
in the welfare of his country that fo- 
day we lay the foundation stone of a 
building the erection of which signal- 
izes a long stride forward in securing 
the efficiency of the United States 
Army, a step less important than that 
marked by the enactment of the law 
to create a general staff, but a step 
Supplementing the passage of the act, 
rounding out and rendering it of a 
far wider and deeper usefulness. 
WORD TO THE NATION. 
“One word first to the nation and 
then another word to the army. 
“To the nation first: 
“It has well been said that the sur- 
est way to invite national disaster is 
for a nation to be opulent, aggressive 
and unarmed. [(Applause.] 
"The nation that is rich, that is so 
high-spirted as to be somew hat care- 
less of giving offense and that yet re-

miliation a disaster. As a pie, 
whether we will or not, we have 


reached the stage when we must play 
a great part in the world. It is not 
open to us to decide whether or pot 
we shall play it.

“This nation has by the®mere trend 
of events been forced into a position of 
world power during the past few years. 
It has responsibility resting upon 
here, in the Occident and in the Ortent 
as well, It cannot bear its responsib.!- 
ities aright unless its voice is potent 
for peace and justice, and its voice can 
be potent for peace and justice only on 
condition of its being thoroughly un- 
derstood that we ask peace, not in the 
spirit of the weakling and the cravea, 
but with the assured self-confidence of 
the just man armed. [Loud applause.) 
Soe much for the lesson to be learned 
by our people from the movemnt A 
which the erection of this building is 
a part. 

WORD TO THE ARMY. 

“Now, a word to the officers and en- 
listed men of the army: 

“The last two or three years have 
witnessed a notable awakening in our 
people to the well being of the arn'y. 
Our people are ubderstanding as nev-r 
before the fact that the army, like the 
navy. will dé well in war mainly ‘n 
proportion as it has been prepared we'! 
im peace; that after the war has begun 
it is too late for us to prepare for 
the victory... Defeat will come inevita- 
bly and surely if the preparation is 
put off until the war begins, and vic- 
tory will come if it has been prepared 
for in time of peace, and on no other 
terma, 

“During the seasion of Congress that 
ie now closing, we have seen the first 
stride taken in putting the National 
Guard, the — of the country, on a 
footing of effitiency. the first long 
stride taken on the lines marked out 
by Washington himself, the first suc- 
cessful effort made to put into effect 
Washington's plea, which for 110 
years was disregarded by our people. 
And, again, the first long stride has 
been taken toward the modernization, 
toward increasing the efficiency of the 
army in aceordance with modern 
methods, as devised by Gen. Sherman 
over a quarter of a century ago. It 
takes time and thought and care to 
work out necessary reforms. 
“They don't come in a jump. All 
kinds of obstructions of deliberate pur- 
pose, obstructions of mere inertia, ob- 
structions of carelessness, have to be 
met with and overcome, but at last 
they are overcome, if only a sufficieut 
intensity of purpose les behind those 
backing the seform. .

SECRETARY ROOT’S SPEECH. 
Secretary Root followed the Prealdent 
after another selection by the band. 
He epoke as follows: 

“Not to promote war. buf to pre- 
serve peace, by intelligent and ade- 
quate preparation to repel aggression, 
this institution is founded. It is a 
growth, and not a new departure. It 
is & natural and necessary develop- 
ment of the views with which Gen. 
Grant established thé artillery school 
at Fortress Monroe, Gen Sherman es- 
tablished the Infantry and Cavalry 
School at Fort Leavenworth, and 
Gen. Sheridan established the School 
of Application for cavalry and light 
artillery at Fort Riley. Following the 
same policy, an engineer school of 
application, a school of submarine de- 
fense, and an army medical school 
were afterward established. 

“All of these institutions were prac- 
tically suspended during the war with 
Spain, and in the Philippines. When 
the time came for their reésta blish- 
ment it had become evident that not 
merely restoration, but an advance 
and enlargement of military education 
were demanded by the enlargement of 
our army, the advance and greater 
complexity of military science, the in- 
creased proportion of officers who had 
not the benefit of a West Point edu- 
cation, and the wider range of military 
problems which the possibilities of our 
national growth force upon our at- 
tention. The growth of separate in- 
stitutions had reached a point where 
their yin ag could be increased and 
the results of their work could be Uutil- 
ized ‘best by bringing them into rela- 
tion as parts of a general system of 
military education under the Inspec-

practical effictency. It is also” true 
that, other things being equal, the offi- 
cer who keeps his mind alert by in- 
tellectual exercise and who systemati- 
cally studies the reasons of action and 
the materials and conditions and difmfi- 
culties with which he may have to deal, 
will be the stronger practical man and 
the, better soldier. 

‘The same conditions which have 
led individual enterprise to build up 
the great universities and technical 
schools, to which the graduates of 
our schools and colleges resort to per- 
fect themselves 
and in every branch of applied science, 
apply with equal force to education 
and in the science of war. It is fit- 
ting that our government should profit 
by the lesson which all its citizens 
have learned—that for success in 
any business, the evolution from 
simple to the complex must be ac- 
companied by a more perfect system, 
amore careful selection of agents, and 
a broader training of the men upon 
whom fall the responsibilities of con- 


trol 
APT ILLUSTRATION. 

“No better illustration of the neces- 
sity of such an institution as this and 
of a general staff to make its work 
effective can be found than in the 
fate which befell the work of a sol- 
dier to whose memory I wish to pay 
honor today—Brevet Maj.-Gen. Emery 
Upton, colonel of the Fourth Artfl- 
lery. Graduated from West Point in 
the year 1960, he became while almost 
a boy, one of the most distinguished 
officers of the Civ!! Wan, He com-

tion. He recommended the three bat- 
talien formation in cavalry and in- 
fantry regiments, He recommended 
interchangeable service In staf! and 
line, as against the permagent staff 
departments He recommended  ex- 
amination as a condition to promo- 
tion. He recommended the establish- 
ment of a genera] staff, and he rec- 
ommended the general and systematic 
extension of military education. 

“His recommendations had behind 
them all the prestige of his brilliant 
military career. They had the advo- 
cacy and support of the great soldier 
who then commanded the American 
army—Gen. Sherman. They embodied 
the emphatic lessons of the Civil War 
and the results of military science 
throughout the world. Yet, his voice 
was as the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness. The government did not 
even print his report, but. with those 
of his assistants, it was filed In manu- 
script and forgotten among the mil- 
lions of documents in the archives of 
the War Department. wen, Upton 
subsequently printed the report himself 
for the benefit of the public through a 
private publisher. A copy may now 
and then be found at a second-hand 
book stere. More than a quarter of a 
century later, and long after death had 
ended the restiess striving of that far- 
seeing intelligence, other men working 
out the same problems with which he 
deakt, found the sanity and wisdom of 
his conclusions and gave them effect.

“Some Ideals of the Citizen” was the 
toast to which Dr. J. H. McBride re- 
sponded.

Bride said in part: 

“The character and number of the 
men who attend a meeting of this kind 
are an index of the extent of city’s 
business interests, and may also be 
taken as an indication of the publit 
spirit of the citizens.

Living in tents, or rather cloth 
houses, during the winter months, is a |

PRISON REFORM. 


Penology in California and Else- 
where—Details of the Excellent Sys- 
tem in Operation at the Eastern 
Pennsylvania Penitentiary. 


UR attention has been again sen- 
to our State 


at San Quentin, ch played its po- 
litical part and @ already practically 
forgotten, comeas the legislative inves- 
tigation of “prison discipline” in vogue 
at San Quentin and Folsom, with its 
revolting but by no means surprising 
disclosures. This will probably result 
in some vigorous and well-meant res- 
olutions, perhaps some equally well- 
meant but ill-considered prohibitive 
legisiation, the removal, if public in- 
terest in the subject remains suffi- 
ciently alive for a reasonable period, of 
some of those most responsible for the 
“outrages,” then the same old an- 
tiquated, political-place-and-private 
snap routine will be resumed, and our 
penal institutions will continue to be 
conducted indefinitely along lines that 
are as inefficient as they are out of 
date. 

In no branch of sociology, using the 
term in its broadest sense, has there 
been greater theoretical advancement 
or a broader actual knowledge gained 
than in criminology, with its cognate 
and in none has 

practical advance- 

This failure to take advantage 

of the labors of the great savants in 
their humane and most important in- 
vestigations into the status of the 
criminal and his proper treatment is 
more pronounced in the United States 
and in Great Britain and her colonies 
than in most of the other countries 
boast of civ-

It is well known by thage who have 
studied criminology, that there are 
large districts in all of the great met- 
ropolitan centers where crime, as we 
understand and define it, is as natural 
nd bred there 


and taking 
after generation have been conceived 
and reared in its atmosphere, until 
every prompting of their moral fiber 
impels them to be pickers and steal- 
ers, or woree. This is a serious fact, 
and one of which we, in our comforta- 
ble offices and respectable homgs, 
bound as we are to the opposite con- 
vention of honesty, cannot possibly 
have any adequate realization. On the 
other hand, “crimes”’—you can 
find their cut-and-ldried definitions In 
our penal codes—are committed upon 
impulse. Anger often prompts men 
who are morally impeccable to deeds 
of eudden violence. Others have been 
lashed by desperate need to the fatal 
step, which under our accepted code 
brands them as pariahs. A thousand 
and one motives give rise to the crimi- 
nal of occasion. Between these poles 
there are innumerable gradations. 
NEED OF CLASSIFICATION. 
Most of this is broadly obvious, and 
the facts which support it lle within 
easy grasp of any one who deems the 
subject worthy of serious attention. 
Yet, strange as {t may seem, for count- 
less ages, reaching back Into the very 
dawn of organized society, we have 
practically shut our eyes to the grada- 
tions of the criminal, and have dealt 
almost exclusively with the gradations 
of crime alone. We have, In fact, been 
criminal! to our “criminals;” and have, 
almost invariably, merely created and 
fastened, like an uleerous sore, upon 
our communities pertilential breeding

lusion that we were working to its 
prevention or su It were 
necessary to seek a reason for thia, it 
could be readily found in the tendency 
of human endeavor to yield to a great 
natural law, and follow the li of 
least resistance. Crime is easily dis- 
tinguished and classified, The crimi- 
nal can only be brought inte a proper 
relation with his fellows by the most 
arduous and painstaking study and in- 
vestigation; and, even at the best, only 
Partial results can be expected. 

The hereditary crimina! and the crim- 
inal of environment—the man or 
woman born of generations of law- 
breakers, or reared to familiarity with 
crime—are indubitably far re- 
sponsible for their sins against 
laws of man, or, if you please, the 
laws of God, than are those who have 
been bred to honesty and brought up 
to respectability. If this is true—and it 
is seif-evident—eac; of these broad 
classes should receive essentially dif- 
ferent treatment at the hands of the 
law. This, however, our whole system 
of criminal law and punishment studi- 
ously forbids. The punishment of 
each is essentially the same, differing 
only in degree, but not in kind, and 
falling most heavily upon the hered- 
itary transgressor, as his past offenses 
are only received against him, and not 
for him, and he is not permitted to 
justify by the sins of his fathers. So 
with all the different gradations—the 
criminal is classed according to his 
crime alone. Judaism—that stern sins 
of the fathers visited by a righteous 
and wrathful God, even upon the third 
and fourth generation—the inexorable 
eye for an eye, and tooth for a tooth, 
if not literally at least theoretically—is 
still strong within us. We are still 
shackled by ite shrewd, crude haif 
wisdom wrought into 
haloed with re 
to his individual needs, and not merely 
as a God-created class, with a view 
solely to dealing with him in the ag- 


gregate, is of so retent not-

last—inevitably, go out of them, hard- 
ened, reckless triminais, schooled, by 
the apt tutelage of some braggart of 
an old offender. In the essentials of 
their “profession.” and conscience- 
seared by the evils of association. 

Protest as the politicians may, this 
is but a mild picture of this moral 
lazaretto:; and it typifies any penal 
institution where prisoner-herding is 
in vogue. 

EASTERN PENNSYLVANIA PENI- 
TENTIARY. 

Now, for another picture. It was my 
good fortune in the fall of 1897 to be 
in Washington upon business, in which 
the wardens of both of our peniten- 
tiarlies were indirectly interested. The 
late Warden Haile of San Quentin— 
than whom there was never a sincerer 
man, nor one who more earnestly and 
honestiy carried the heavy burden of 
heart-wearying duty, which his posi- 
tion as the head of that great but ill- 
conceived institution placed upon him— 
was there at the same time. With him 
one Sunday I went over to Philadei- 

ia for the rpese of visiting the 

stern penitentiary of Pennesy!tvania. 
We came to its massive outer walis of 
gray, rough-hewn granite, inclosing a 
space of nearly ten acres in the heart 
of the great city, and hiding from the 
world what was contained within. For 
aught that the exterior indicated, save 
only for the height and strength of the 
buttressed walls, we might have been 
standing at the entrance of some quiet 
city of the dead. We were admitted 
and taken at once into the center of 
the main prison pullding. From this 
center the whol@ scheme of the prison 
radiated, apd it was Wterally the key 
to the entire situation; for, by a clev- 
erly-constructed system of levers, 
every cell in the privon could be locked 
and unlocked by the man in charge 
at this point. I have also used the 
term “radiated” in its literal sense: for 
the prison, roughly speaking, is star- 
shaped, corridors, upon elther side of 
which the cetis are located, diverging 
in all directions from, and “qn verg- 
ing from all directions to, this common 
center. As originally conceived and 
constructed, the man at the center had 
a perfect view down mech of these 
corridors, thus commanding the en-

Some of them spend much 
time in decorating their rooms, every 
license in that regard being accorded 
them, again, short of indecency. Many 
of the rooms were a genuine tribute to 
the artistic taste of their inmates. I 
remember also that on this particular 
Sunday two or three of the men were 
painting pictures—one with no slight 
Gegree of talent. Connected with the 


thousand volumes, 
and many of the current periodicals. 
Each prisoner is furnished with a cata- 
logue of the library, and is absolutely 
unrestricted within the limits of the 
catalogue in the choice of his reading 
matter. Warden Cassidy, a very re- 
markable old fellow, who had then 
been warden for twenty-seven years (I 
speak from memory,) receiving a re- 
appointment every six months, told Me 
that the library was the most popular, 
and tnat the books principally catied 
for were biographies and travels. 
Muny years Charlies Dickens, in 
his very offermive and superficial 
series of “Ametican Notes” devoted a 
mawkish chapter to the supposed 
cruelty of this system, at this prison, 
the system being even then in success- 
ful operation, though since much elabor- 
ated and improved. Aided by his im- 
agination, he evolved it inte solitary 
confinement in the most aggravated 
sense, and grew eloquently condem- 
natory accordingly.

Ee WHO makes something with 
Hewn hands or by employing the 

hands of others, no matter what 
that something may be, is a manu- 
facturer: but manufacturers, commer- 
cially speaking, are those who em- 
ploy labor to make commodities from 
the raw material, or from material tn 
more advanced stages, producing a. 
more or lees finished product. 

The successful managing manufac- 
turer, or working. head of the concern, 
is, and has to be, a business man; 
and almost invariably he understands 
the practice, if not the detail, of man- 
ufacturing— He must be, to 
tent, a composite man, possessing a 
duai ability, that of business man- 
agement and mastery of mechanics. 

Occasionally one sees evidence that 
mechanical proficiency is not, or does 
not seem to be, a necessary require- | 
ment: there are some,;successful man- 
ufacturers who may be devoid of me- 
chanical capacity: these men are busi- 
ness nts, long-range manipulators, 
with the exceptional power of making 
up their deficiencies by proxy; by 
engaging thore who understand what 
they do not om cannot understand. 
but there men are exceptions, and 
should not be considered by the boy 
ready to take his life’s calling. 

The manufacturer fs distinct from 
the merchant or purely business man 
in that he both makes and gelis, while 
the exciusive mercantile or  busi- 
ness man sells without making. 


Technically considered, the farmer is 


ufecturer. 

The successful merchant must know 
how to buy and how to sell, to buy at 
a price sufficiently below the seiling 
point to produce a profit, selling ex- 
penses considered. 

The manufacturer goes further than 
this. He muet first know how to buy 
material; second, make something 
from that material; and third, sell the 
product at a profitable price above 


-all costs. 


The successful manufacturer must 
be more than a business man and 
more or less of a mechanic. He must 
be prof cient in organization and strong 
in management, that he may profita- 
bly handle his employ¢er 

True, the large manufacturer ie not 
his own superintendent or foreman, n6r 
does he work at the bench; but if he 
be a pronounced success, he probably 
has either worked up from the shop 
or has otherwise mastered every mate- 
rial part’ of the manufacturing, and 
knows how to handle his workmen 
partly because he knows how to do 
the work himeelf. 

The great manufacturer understands, 
In a general way, at least, every de- 
partment of his business, and often is 
a firet-clase practical workman him- 


self. 


It Ie now the rule, more than the ex- 
ception, for the manufacturer to refuse 
positions of responsibility to those who 
do not understand mechanical art: and 
if the manufacturer's sons enter the 
trade, they begin at the bottom as 
common workmen, work up step by 
step, receiving few privileges beyond 
those granted to the rank and file in 
the factory.

tively dry and mild winters began? 
Are we to have a return to what the 
pioneers affectionately cali “the good 
old days,” when almost every cafion, 
gulch and ravine in the mountains and 
hilis brought forth its stream, fed it 
and kept it running through the sum- 
mer? 

That the rivers will flow streams of 
a considerable size and depth, even as 
California etreams go, at any dis- 
tance from the mountains is, of course, 
under the existing conditions, not to 
be expected. The systems for the con- 
servation and diversion of the water 
for the hundreds of irrigation districts, 
for both public and private purposes, 
are so complete, and the demand for 
water «0 great, that a supply much in 
excess of that at present avatiable 
could be easily used. Still, even at 
this time in the season, it is an as- 
sured fact that the next summer's 
water supply will be much greater than 
in many years, and if the present win- 
ter fulfilis half that it promises to 
date, those who have come to South- 
ern California within the last twelve 
years, will see running water next 

ng in many a@ place where before 
have seen nothing but sand and 
boulders.

The high Sierra Madres, among 
them the Tejunga heads, the main 
source of the Los Angeles water supply, 
are at present snow covered down the 
desert side for over three thousand feet, 
and on the ocean side, the southwestern 
exposure, for over half that distatnce. 
The fall has also been heavy on this 

all along above the San Gabriel 
Valley, and nearly a foot of snow is ly- 
ing solid on the northern slopes, and in 
the shaded stretches and cafions on the 
southern. The slopes of San Antonio, or 
Raldy, which feed the San Gabriel 
River, are white half way to the base 
of the mountain, and many of the up- 
per cafions are drifted full. The moun- 
tairs that border the West Fork of the 


its highest point, which has an eleva- 
tion of nearly 11,000 feet, to several 
hundred feet below sea level in the des- 
ert, at such a rate that a rock will roll 
almost the whole distance. For this 
reason little water is ever stored on this 
slope, the snow simply accumulating 
and sliding in mighty avalanches to the 
lower levels, where it melts in the warm 
desert winds. The south sides are cut 
up with numerous valleys and cafions, 
alt heavily wooded, and make an ad- 
mirable watershed. This season's 
heavy snow should last here till late 
into May, insuring an aimple water sup- 
ply for the San Jacinto and Hemet 
ranches.

His initial concert, given yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the Alhambra Theater, was 
an eccasion long to be remembered. 
Italy’s famous composer and conduc- 
tor bad an ovation that might well 
have warmed his sunny to the 
people of California, and the large 
audience gathered in his honor had 
the privilege of listening to the most 
notable programme of its kind ever 
given in this city. At the conclusion 
of the first number, the splendid old 
‘William Tell Overture,” the audience

It was originally 
intended for a town hall, and cost about two and a half 
milion dollars. A little less than a hundred years ago 
it was first used as a palace. It is now inhabited by 
the Queen when she comes to Amsterdam. This is not 
often, however, for although’ Amsterdam is the nomjaal 
capital, it is not the real capital of Holland. The Con- 
gress sits at The Hague, and all the state offices are 
here. The Queen has two palaces here, so that for all 
practical purposes this is the governing center. 

These palaces are not uncomfortable. I recently went 
through the one in the heart of the city. It looks plain 
from the front, but it has a great number of rooms, and 
some of the suites are very homelike. The palace is 
well furnished and it has fine pictures and statues. 
It is about four bundred years old, but its arrangements 
are more modern than those of the Amsterdam palace.

Eleven Hundred Communes. 


The real local government of Holland is much the 
same es that of the United States. The country is 
divided up into communes or local districts, according 
to population. Sometimes a commune will be only « 
part of a city, like one of our city wards, or it may 
be a village, and again it may be a village and coun- 
try combined. There are eleven hundred such com- 
munes here, each of which has its own Council electee 
by its citizens. These Councils have to do with certain 
classes of taxce. They issue licenses and levy petty 
dues. They regulate the streets and roads, and for the 
uses of the commune can add to the taxes on property 
and on rents cr on the number of chimneys or the num- 
ber of servants a man has as well as to the many other 
things for which the Dutch are taxed. 

There are also provincial or State Councils. Holland 
has eleven provinces, and each province has its own 
representative body, which deals with matters relating 
to it.

TYPHOON POKER. 

“They're playing a new game of poker in Chicago,” 
said a traveling man who has just got in from the West. 
“It's called Typhoon poker and it certainly is a hum- 
mer. 

“The game is a simple one to play and I understand 
that it has already broken up a few Windy City fam- 
flies. Not more than five persons can play it and it 
is a good deal like stud poker. 

“Supposing that there are five persons playing, the} 
dealer ban‘is out four cards, face down, to each player. 
The fifth card is face up and then the betting begins, 
the man who has the highest face card making the frst 
bet on what he considers the value of his entire five 
ecards. There is a limit, of course, but it needn't be high 
to make the game lively. 

“When the betting is over on the first five cards each 
man is dealt another card face up. The betting begins 
again and keeps up until each man is satisfied that he 
has had enough. 

“Once more the same operation is gone through and 
by that time, each man having eight cards from which 
to make the best poker hand of five cards, there are some 
pretty stiff hands out. The betting increases in accord- 
ance with the value of the hands and each man is ready 
to bet his pile. 

“The next card, the ninth and last, is dealt face down. 
That means that four of the cards held by each player | 
are exposed to those around the board and the rest are 
concealed except to the player. ;

Games of Chance. 


THE WORLD’s A GAMBLER AND 
ALWAYS HAs BEEN. 
By a Special Contributor. 


HN the District Attorney of New York City, 
William Travers Jerome, announced that he had 


collected evidence to prove that every gam>ling- 
rouse, even the most “exclusive,” was stocked with ap- 
pliances to cheat the patrons, he surprised a great 
many otherwise sophisticated persons who stil! believed 
the old dime novel story of “square gamblers.” 

Yet historical tradition and archeological science both 
agree that when the first gambling game began the 
first “crooked” game began, too. 

It is of record that the District Attorney's announce- 
ment checked gambling in New York more than it had 
been checked !n years by sermons against its immoral- 
ity, and the laws to punish those engaged in it. 

The fact is that all the world’s a gambler. And more 
than that, gambling appears to have begun with prim- 
itive man. 

Witnesses: The Smithsonian Institution of Wash- 
ington and the ethnological, historical and archeological 
societies of specialists of everywhere. 

In the famous French caves once occupied by inter- 
glacial man in a period so remote that no one can es- 
timate within several thousand years just when that 
period was, gambling implements have been found. 
They were found with the bones and stones on which 
appear the first pictures ever made by man. So man 
did not learn art before he also learned to gamble. 

These gambling implements of the gray past were 
pebbles, each of which had designs on one face. The 
designs were stained with various colors, and there is 
no doubt that they were the first dice. At least, they 
were the first dice so far as known. Perhaps some day 
it will be discovered that, epochs before, the missing 
link itself threw dice, too. 

From these colored pebbles in the cave of Mas d'Azil 

to the art palace of Canfield of New York, the history 
of gambling forms almost an unbroken chain. 
“The gambler of today who talks of going up against 
the Bagle Bird, does nothing new. The cliff dwellers 
of Colorado went up against the Eagle Bird long before 
America was discovered. They played with gambling 
reeds and a bowl, and on the bowls are the pictures of 
the bird Kwataka, which means “Eagle Man.” This 
bird was the patron of those long-vanisbed gamblers.

| That the Eagle Bird was as liable to moral strabis- 

mus then as now is shown by the fact that intricate 
safeguards were thrown around the game and became 
, more complex with each year in order to protect the 
gamblers from the dealer. 

The Eagle Bird is not the “only old one.” In ancient 
East Indian gamblers’ outfits are found ivory tigers 
which were used as chips, such as are now used in buck- 
ing the tiger of 1903. The Chinese had a game of dice 
several thousand years ago in which the most d/iicult 
throw was known as the Tiger. In another Chinese 
game there is a Roaring Tiger. 

The Lake dwellers were gamblers like al! the rest of 
sinful humanity. Im Bohemia and in Berne are sticks 
marked with concentric rings which were thrown like 
dice. They have been found in the remains of many 
of the pile dwellings. 

The famous knuckle bones of old Rome, made from 
the bones in the ankle joints of sheep, were neither 
original with the Romans nor was the use_of bones 
for dice confined to them. The ancient Peruvians used 


ican Indians used the bone from the bison, and bones 
from sheep and other animals are used today through- 


| 


cut Southern Europe, Spanish America, and in most of 
the Mohammedan countries. 

From the oldest times to the present, one of the im- 
portant rules in throwing knuckle bones has been, and 
is, that the bones must be changed frequently. The 
“crooked” gambler loaded those simple dice ages ago, 
and does now. 


All the World’s Dice. 


Besides knuckle bones, the old Romans used dice 
made from all sorts of material from rock crystal to 
meteoric iron. And the gambler knew what to do with 
them. Of more than one hundred gaming tables found 
in ancient Rome, a good score were fitted with ingen- 
jous devices to make the dice “come” in the manner 
best adapted to separate the player from his sesterces. 

The great and noble Assurbanipal of Assyria loved 
to dally with the kubos, They were dice made of glazed 
baked clay. Besides being a great gambler Assurbani- 
pal was a great art collector like Mr. Canfield, and he 
left a fine library of earthen tiles full of the history ot 
his life and other moral stories. 

Wherever ancient dice are found, all sorts of recep- 
tacles are found with them, shaped in many ways, but 
all devised to make the gambler “shake fair.” An old 
Etruscan dice cup of this kind is conical, with the in- 
terior formed of different steps, to prevent the Son of 
Fortune from giving his ma any extraneous aid. 

The father of all the gambling games was a game 
which still is the national game of Korea under the 
name of nyout. It is played with a board marked out 
with a series of circles. The players use four staves 
which they throw a@ dice are thrown, and, according 
to their throws, they move counters around the board. 

The counters are called “men” in Korea, as they are 
called im practically all the world. The name origi- 
nated with the ancient Chinese, who were as inveterate 
gamblers then as they are now. 

The Papa of "Em All 

“Nyouwt is the prototype of all the modern games 
known as Fox and Geese, Game of Geese, Steeple Chase, 
Snake Game, and the scores of others that are based 


on the same principle. 
The old Hindoo game of Pachesi, known in this 


country as Parchesi, also is based on the game of Ny- 
out. 

The University of Pennsylvania has collected 145 
games of different countries all based directly on the 
game of Goose and indirectly on the game of Nyout. 

A popular Korean form of the game that is played 
much today is Tyjong-Kyong-To, in which a five-sided 
stave is used instead of cubical dice. 

A primitive and simple form of game is used by 
Philippine gamblers. They call it Pungitaa. The play- 
ers draw a two-foot ring on the ground or floor with a 
smal! ring of about an inch in diameter drawn in the 
center. In it lies a small shel). Each player has a 
somewhat larger white sheil which he throws to see 
who shall play first. The shell that falls mouth up 
wins. 

The winning player then places his shell at any point 
on the edge of the big circle and shoots it at the small 
shell in the middle circle. If he succeeds in Knocking 
the little shell clean out of the large circle, he wins 
whatever has been staked. 

The Arapaho Indians use five dice of buffalo bone 
marked on one side with burned designs. The dice cup 
is @ woven grass basket nine inches in diameter and 
two inches deep. The game is played by tossing the 
dice up from the basket and letting them drop back into 
it. The players score according to the points made. 
The Arapaho women often stake everything except 
their more or less immortal! souls in this game. 

The unlaundered Eskimo plays with ivory dice carved 
into images of birds. These are shaken in the hand 
and thrown upward. The winner is he who throws 
so that the greatest number of dice land in an upright 
position. 


Staves the First Outfits. 


The use of staves as dice is the most ancient form 

of gambling, and is still the most widespread among 
all races except the highly civilized, who apparently 
— hold-outs and other Caucasian products of cul- 
ure. 
Almost a]! the Indians of America from Cape Horn 
to Alaska use staves in some form or other. Sometimes 
they are used in the form of arrows, which are thrown 
as far as possible by the players. At other times they 
use beautifully colored and marked staves, which have 
values according to their markings. 

Many Chinese, East Indian and Pacific Island gam- 
bling games of today are played with staves or throw 
sticks. 

The sad thing about it is that gambling with staves 
originated as a religious ceremony in the days of in- 
cantations and divination. The staves were used then 
by the soothsayers and priests to foretell events. Thus 
they were used by the Persians, the Scythians and the 
old Germans. But wicked humanity soon seized on the 
oe emblems to get wealth without working too hard 
or it. 

Even the Mayans learned to gamble from their priests. 
One of the finest color pictures of the Mayans that is 
still in existence shows a diagram that was used for a 
gambling game similar to both the Asiatic Nyout and 
Pachesi. This picture—the famous Fejervary codex~< 
shows a divinatory, calendrical counting circuit 


Playing Cards. 


The playing card followed the stave naturally. 

The first cards were used in Eastern Asia. They 
were long and narrow. They ran from one hundred and 
fifty to forty-eight to a pack. 

Some of the very finest were used in early ages by 
the Hindoos, who developed hundreds of games of 
chance and skill and brought them to a high state of 
ingenuity. Many of their cards were of immense value, 
being made of fine laquers and painted with the richest 
colors by artists of striking talent. The Chinese also 
bave produced many beautiful cards. 

The Hindoo court cards bear representations of the 
ten avators of Vishnu. The marks of the numerals are: 
the fish, the tortoise, the boar, the man-lion, the white 
ax, the red axe, the pestie, the white horse, the lotus 
flower and the sword. 

In the Persian Ganjifeh cards, the set consists of 
twenty cards in five colors or values. They are: 1, 
lion and sun, or ace; 2, king; 3, lady or queen: 4, sol- 
dier or knave; 5, lakat, meaning something of little 
value, generally represented politely by a dancing girl 


Persian Poker. 


The Persians play a game that they call “As,” which 
is probably based on the word ace, introduced inte 
Persian from Europe. . 

“As” is exactly like poker, but without flushes or 
sequences. There are four players and each player 
gets five cards, dealt to the right. 

The dealer puts down a Stake and the first player 
looks at his cards, just as he would in Red Dog, Amer- 
ica. Then he says either “didam” or “nadidam.” 
“Didam” means “I have seen,” and if he says that he 
covers the stake or raises it. If he says “nadidam,” 
be means “I have not seen,’ and throws down his cards, 

If he wants to straddle, he says “nadid didam,” which 
means “not seeing, I have eecen.” 

The second player must cover the stakes or can raise 
if he decides to play. The third playef and the dealer 
then act exactly as in American poker. Wher all the 
stakes of all the players are equal, and no game maa 
evinces a desire to do any more raising. the cards are 
turned up and_the player holding the best bang wing 
the pot. 

The hands in order of their values are 

Seh va just, three and a pair; a “full.” 

- Sehta, threes, aces, kings, etc 

Do just, two pairs; aces highest. 

Just, one pair; aces highest. 

When two players have the same pair or pairs, tne 
other cards decide, as, for instance, @ pair of kings, 
ace, soldier and lakat. 

The Persian poker artist knows all about bluffing. 
He has a pretty name for it—tup zudan. It means lit- 
erally “firing off a gun.” A bluff is “tup.” 

In Persia it is not healthy to do any tup gadan unless 
one is well heeled, and can make very good, indeed.

This also bas a parallel in our effete civilization. The 
millionaire who desires a “pull” with his fellow-citizens 
has been known to build a hospital or a church to fur- 
ther that end. Only theré is this difference: the whue 
millionaire gives in a measured manner and ke« ps the 
bulk of his goods for himself, while the philanthropist 
of Indian Alaska gives all his worldly Broperty to his 
neiglbors, leaving himself a voluntary pauper. A chief 
will save for years and years, cheating the whites. and 
in trade with his own people, until Be has riches in 
provisions and blankets, and then, some fine day, he 
will gather bis people from far and near, and give 
it all away. Its the great occasion, the supreme mo- 
ment of his life, like being elected to the Senate or 
having your play staged, or getting home without your 
automobile giving out.

There is another kind of potlach, however. This one 
is a payment of accounts. Indian conscience is a cu- 
rious thing, and Is not tender, at least, in the moment 
of action, about Stealing.

Such functions might be 
called “mittior potiaches,”’ in distinction from the “major 
potiaches,” given for boly charity by capitalists and 
chiefs. 

At a potilach of this sort, but a rather more extensive 
one than the usual] run, | was privileged to be present 
not long ago. It was given at Kiukwan, the Thinglit 
Indian town made famous as on the line of the new 
boundary contended for by the British government, and 
called as a consequence the Klukwan boundary. The 
line as at present established is about twelve miles 
north of Klukwan, at Pleasant Camp, giving the United 
States, while the line remains there. a broad strip of 
wonderfully rich mineral-bearing ground.

ENGINEERS OF STEAMSHIPS, AND 


THER DEEDS.

Y ENGINES, after ninety days o’ race and rack 
and strain 
Through all the seas of all Thy world, slam- 
bangin’ home again. 
Slam-bang too much—they knock a wee—the cross- 
head gibs are loose: 

But thirty thousand mile o’ sea has gied them fair 
excuse. —[{M’'Andrews Hymn. 
“One of the real heroes of the sea,” sald the manager 
of a trans-Atlantic line, as he nodded at the retreating 
figure of his late visitor. “One of our engineers. and 
he and his kind save many a ship many a time at 
great personal risk, and are not even thanked for their 
efforts by the passengers. But that’s because the latter 
don’t know when nor where por how the engineers 
preserve their lives for their deeds are unheralded 
outside the engineers’ meas and the captain's room. 

Yes, sir, it's true that 
““They've words for every one, but me—shake hands 
ith half the crew, . 
Except the dour Scots engineer, the man they never 
knew.’ 

The manager pondered a moment. 

“I'll prove to you that these men are the real heroes 
of the ocean,” he said; and these are the stories (that 
he offered in proof: 


Working Inside a Red-hot Boiler. 


A certain steamship in the Pacific trade had been sent 
cut from her home port with the majority of her boil- 
ers out of commission. In mid-ocean one of the few 
boilers capable of being fired got leaky tubes. and it 
became necessary, in order to keep the ship under any 
sort of headway in a hurricane-swept sea, to repair the 
boiler immediaiely. The fire was pulled out from under 
it, the manhole lid was unscrewed and removed, and ihe 
first engineer, wrapped from head to foot in a thick 
coating of asbestos, crawled into the red-hot boiler, and 
with chisel and hammer began tearing out the defective 
tubes. For two minutes he worked, and as he worked, 
held his breath, for a single gasp of the fiery air in 
his lungs would have killed him. Then he crawled to 
the manbole and was pulled out by stokers. 

Five minutes later he again went into the boiler. 
This time, after nearly two minutes’ work, he suc- 
ceeded in cutting away two tubes. On the third entry 
he removed three, and after that he spent another five, 
minutes resting. 

Then came the task of reaming in news tubes, and 
to do this he was compelled to enter the boiler five 
times. In each case he stayed inside nearly two minutes, 
and as ‘he crawled out the last time, he barely had 
breath and strength enough left to say to his chief 
before he fainted dead away: 

“It’s done, sir.” 

As a result of his experience in that hell of heat, the 
man was laid up in the ship's hospital for over a week. 
And to this day his sleep is constantly disturbed -by 
dreams in which he is roasted in red-hot furnaces. 
Standing on Red-hot Pipes. 

This same engineer was in the poller-room one day 
when suddenly a valve, in among a great coil of pipes 
above the boilers, began leaking badly and filling the 
robm with scalding steam. Instantly, and regardless of 
his own safety, he scrambled upon the pipes and breath- 
legsly began making repairs. He had almost finished 
when, as unexpectedly as the valve had got out of order, 
a pipe joint, below the one on which he was standing, 
broke, and a stream of hissing steam enveloped his foot. 
When he endeavored to pull it away, he found it to 
be tightly wedced in the joint. He had on low shoes, 
and before his cries brought ald his shoe and sock were 
burned off and his foot and lower leg parboiled. He 
was unable to resume work for three months, and two- 
day he walks with a perceptible limp. Yet he looked 
upon it all as a part of the day’s work, and utiered 
no complaint. 


Risking Life Under a Broken Shaft. 


It was in December, 1892, just around Christmas time, 
that the Umbria broke her thrust shaf& and floundered 
helplessly in mid-ocean. The part that broke was 
twenty-six feet long and weighed tons. 

Under the direction of Chief Engineer Lawrence Tom- 
linson, the pieces were secured and suspended by chains 
from the top of the shaft tunnel, and then, although the 
shaft threatened to fall on him at any moment, he 
crawled into the tunnel, found that the shaft was 
broken off square, so that it could not be riveted to- 
gether, and spent hours in taking measurements for @ 
collar to be welded over the break. He spent other 
hours in making and putting on the collar, all the time 
either lying on the flat of his back or working in a 
squatting position, 90 small was the space. All told, he 
labored unceasingly for two full days. After that he 
slept for two hours, and the twenty-two hours follow- 
ing he worked without pause until at last he had not 
only welded, but bolted, the jacket in place. 

The job was finished late Monday night and the ship 
Early Tuesday morning the head

Prying Open Safety Valves. 


It was one of Engineer Tomlinson's fellow-Scotchmen 
who pried open a safety valve and prevented a serious 
explosion on a liner that Is sailing the seas today. 

For some reason or other the donkey engine, used 
for hoisting cargo and luggage, had been started at sea 
and a trustworthy fireman put in charge of it. An hour 
or so later the second engineer, whose watch it was, dis- 
tinguished an unusual noise among the multitude of 
sounds of the big ship—so keen ts an engineer's sense 
of hearing. He located it Instantly, as coming from 
the donkey engine, and he rushed thither. As he got 
near, he realized that the safety valve had stuck, and 
after he had slid down the narrow, oily companionway, 
he found, not only the safety valve stuck tight, but 
the fireman asleep at his post, and the boiler all but 
ready to explode. 

In less time than it takes to tell it, he grabbed a 
crowbar, and was up among the pipes, frantically try- 
ing to pry open the valve. How long he worked, he 
does not know—“It seemed years,” he said—but he 
finally got the valve open in the nick of time, and pre- 
vented an explosion, which would surely have blown 
a big hole in the ship's bottom. 


Working in a Flood of Water. 


Not infrequently the engineers are compelled to work 
in water up to their knees. The plates of many a ship, 
when she straddles a sea, move and cut at their rivets 
and leak mightily. Then the engineer must wade 
around in an engine-room flooded from port to port, and 
give heed to naught but the welfare of his engines. 
He must not think about the manifold dangers of sailing 
in a “leaky old tub,” or of rheumatism, or other ills 
that will come to him from working for hours in brine 
and bilge water. : 

It is a trite saying of the sea, that wherever there is 
a ship engineer, there also is a bad case of rheumatics. 

It is only when a cylinder head bursts, or a large 
valve gives way, filling the engine rooms with scalding 
steam before the opportunity can be seized upon to re- 
pair the damage, that an engificer is forced to leave his 
post. Then it is that he has to charge for dear life 
up steep, narrow companionways, made slippery by en- 
gine oil, to a place of safety, And all the time he 
climbs upward, the steam pursues him, for the com- 
panionways are in the only openings leading out of the 
engine rooms. 

But it is not often that escaping steam gets ahead 
of an engineer, for he is a man trained to act like a 
lightning fiasn in emergencies. 


A Funnel! of Junk. 


The emergency is not always below decks. An Ene- 
lish tramp once came into New York harbor showlag 
the queerest-looking funnel imaginable. 

While still several days out a storm carried away 


the funnel, and to keep their ship from having to be 
towed in, the engincers rigged up a funnel out of pieces 
of old sails, twine, rope ends, flatitened-out tin cane, 
and al! other kinds of junk that they could make to 


serve their purpose. This wonderful work they héld in 
position by lines made fast to the masts, and so well did 
it fulfill the duty for which it was builded. that the 
tramp made port only a day or so late, under her own 
steam, refusing all offers of assistance, and thus saving 
to her owners thousands of dollars in salvage money. —

NAPOLEON’S FIENDISH HAND. 

Napoleon, according to Alexander Dumas, lost such 
battles as he did lose because he wrote such a fiendish 
hand. His generals could not read his notes and letters, 
typewriting had not been invented, and trembiing mar- 
shals, afraid of disobeying and striving to interpret the 
indecipherable commands, loitered, wandered and did 
not come up to the scratch, or not to the right scratch. 
Thus Waterloo was lost. Cannot you fancy Grouchy 
handing round Napoleon's notes on that sanguinary 
Sunday? “I say,” cries the marshal to his ald-de-camp, 
“Is that word Gembloux or Wavre? Is that Blucher or 
Bulow?” So probably Grouchy tossed up for it, and the 
real words may have been none of these at which he 
offered his conjectures. Meanwhile on the left and cen- 
ter D’Erion and Jerome and Ney were equally puzzled 
and kept on sending cavairy to places where it was very 
uncomfortable (though our men seldom managed to hit 
any of the cavaliers, firing too high,) and did no sort of 
good. 

Napoleon may never have been apprised of these cir- 
cumstances. His old writing master was not on the 
scene of action. Nobody dared to say. “Sire, what does 
this figure of a centipede mean, and how are we to con- 
strue these two thick strokes flanked by blots?” The 
imperial temper was peppery; the great man would 
bave torn off his interrogator’s epaulettes and danced 
upon them. Did he not once draw his pistol to shoot 
a little dog that barked at his horse? And when the 
pistol missed fire, the great soldier threw it at the dog, 
but did not hit him. The little dog retreated with the 
honors of war. 

Such was the temper of Napoleon and we know what 
Marlborough thought of the value of an equable temper. 
Nobody could ask Bonaparte to write a legibie hand. so 
his generals lived a life of conjecture as to his meaning, 
and Waterloo was not a success, and the Emperor never 
knew why. Of all his seven or eight theories of hig 
failure at Waterloo, his handwriting was not ona 
Yet if this explanation had occurred to him, Napoleos 
would certainly have blamed his pers, ink and paper.

The railroad people, being Americans, are very enter- 
prising, and do everything possible to facilitate the safe 
and comfortable transit of their patrons. If a boat ar- 
rives too late to connect with one of their regular trains 
they get out a special. If a passenger has to kill time 
while waiting for another boat they let him stay at the 
company hotel, which is rather like taking him into 
their family. 

Treats Employees Well. 

The company certainly does the right thing by its 
white employés. It pays them salaries which are 60 
per cent. more than those paid in the United States. 
Houses are furnished free for the married erm ployés to 
live In, and single men are given rooms in the company’s 
hote], while all may have their meals at the hotel at 
a nomina) charge. This hotel is surrounded by pretty 
grounds, which are lighted by electricity. There is a 
splendid bath-house, to which employés have free ac- 
cess. Besides this they are given two mont s’ vacation 
out of every twelve at full pay, and a $10 rate on the 
company steamer to the United States. There its no 
night work at all; none of the offices are kept open and 
mo trains are run after 6 o'clock. 

It is mecessary to offer these inducements in order 
to get white people to live dowh here in this fever- 
stricken swamp among the rats and buzzards and the 


black-and-tan heathen who live in huts over scum-cov- 
ered puddies of stagnant Water, In a state of filth and 
dirty wretchedness that would start an epidemic in «a 
United States community in less than a month. The 
white people of Colon live in a fringe of pretty, com- 
fortable houses that stretches along the seashore. The 
surf is always droning a lusty song for them as it breaks 
over the coral reefs that line the beach, and restless, 
rebellious cocoanut palms are always shaking their 
shaggy heads above them; but back of them, lolling 
in the lap of the swamp, is the mongrel breed that de- 
files nature by living contrary to every known law of 
cleanliness and order. It is said that everything in 
this world has its price, and to live neighbors with such 
squalor as there is in Colon is certainly worth all that 
any white man can get out of it. 

Railroading in Panama has some peculiarities of its 
own. The conductors have a freight run one week and 
a passenger run the next. ‘The crews do not follow the 
same conductor as they do in the States, those on the 
passenger trains remaining on their regular runs, and 
those on the freight staying with thelr cabooses. The 
crews are all; black except the conductors and the en- 
gineers, 

The Equipment. 

The equipment of the Panama Rallroad ts old-fash- 
foned, but in excellent condition. The road has been 
in operatioa since 1857, and the gauge is five feet, which 
is wider than the standard now in vogue in the United 
States. Very few of the cars are equipped with air 
brakes. The telegraph poles are made of iron—oid rails 
being stood on end to answer the purpose. The ties 
are made of lignum vitae, which is so hard that a spike 
cannot be driven into it. Im order to got the spike in 
place, a bole must be bored for it. There is only one 
telegraph station on the line, but all stations have 
telephones. A decided novelty in railroading has been 
introduced here by equipping all cabooses and baggage 
cars with telephones, so that a train can stop any- 
where along the line and enter into communication 
with headquarters concerning the whereabouts of other 
trains. This is accomplished by having a battery in 
the car with a ground wire attached to the iron work 
of the trucks, so that the circuit can pass through the 
wheels and rails to the ground. A wire on a pole is 
then attached to the telegraph wire overhead, connect- 
ing it with the instrument inside the car, and you can 
then “hello” as much as you please. In case of a wreck 
or unexpected delay between stations, these telephones 
render service superior to the telegraph. 

The railroad hauls the freight and passengers of all 
countries. It is a common carrier in the fullest sense. 
The raw products of the South American republics 
take the short cut across the isthmus for Europe and 
America. Trains of sugar, nuts and hides going north 
take the side track for trains loaded with manufactured 
articles going southward. On the wharves you see 
great piles of coffee bound for the north, while the 
ships that brought it are waiting for the railroad to 
bring them their cargoes of flour for the return trip. 


Freight Rates and Fare. 


The freight rates across the Isthmus are very high, 
the tariff on a 50-pound sack of flour being 20 cents.

ITH a final rattling gasp the engines of Cook’s

_seribed to friends, to the detriment of the greater won- 
This they had done, though their heads came near to 
bursting with the strain. But it was worth it. For 
to feel at home with memorials of the world’s youth one 
must in common decency know al! about “their people.”

| . For three-quarters of an hour they jolt along for all 
the world like trippers on the Margate sands. Yet 
never for one moment would they own to it, nor, for 
that matter, do the like on English soil. Amid palms 
and ruined tombs such things are permissible; but take 
away the glamor of the East and that corpulent dowager 
on the undersized donkey would look positively vulgar, 
and would certainly fall a victim to the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. But here is the lané 
of paradoxes; to be incongruous is to be natural. So 
the throng gallop their mounts with little squeaks of 
delight through the site of the city of Memphis, past 
the colossal statues of Rameses I, enjoying, did they 
dare to own it, the modern donkey ride far better than 
the ancient monuments.

Here there are a series of sixty- 
four vast vaults, nearly all containing the sarcophagi of 
sacred bulls. Mahmoud, the dragoman, leads the way 
with importance born of high office, and enhanced not 
a little by his red tarbush and flowing silken robes. 
Behind him, lost in silence, straggle the pilgrims look-

dience as if for some weird rite. Instinctively the British 
householder takes off his hat, and inclines his head as 
he has been wont to for fifty odd Sundays throughout 
more than he cares to think about. It is foolish: and 
he knows it. But even the tomb of a bull can seem 
more solemn than that of many a man. Eventually, he 
replaces his hat, pretends he only removed it to wipe 
his forehead; tries to be jocular In a husky voice, fails 
miserably, and wishes he had remained silent.

This last remark is addressed to an American, who 
turns swiftly on his heel and examines a piece of 
bare granite with exaggerated care. The air is preg- 
nant with emotion. Groups shrink nervously together 
peering into shadewy corners. 

“Oh, isn’t it magnificent—awful!” exclaims a fragile 
little woman, looking for all the world like a pricstess 
in her white muslin frock and flowing puggaree. “fo 
think that we are standing in the self-same place where 
thousands and thousands of years ago were buried the 
gods of a great people. Fancy; hewn out of solid rock! 
They couldn't have chosen a better place, could they?” 
she continues, appealingly, to the American. He has 
not yet recovered from being mistaken for an English- 
man, and replies, unfeelingly: “Waal, they might have 
put it nearer to a bar.” 

The heat in the rock-hewn cave becomes momentarily 
worse. Nerves are on the cross, and by comparison the 
parched winds above strike refreshingly cool.

A BIG VIRGINIAN. 

The Virgina Legislature has in the person of James 
Banks of Carroll county one of the largest men in pub- 
lic life. He weighs 440 pounds. A huge chair had to 
be provided for his accommodation in the Virginia cap- 
itol some days ago. The avoirdupois of this member 
of the Virginia Legislature :ecalls some interesting 
notes in regard to several unusually large legislators of 
the past. 

Dixon H. Lewis, who came to Congress from Alabama 
in 1829, in his twenty-seventh year, weighed 430 pounda, 
During his term of service in either end of the capitol 
a chair of very large dimensions and of the strongest 
manufacture was provided for him. He traveled to 
Washington in the public mail coaches, and as a pas- 
senger he paid for two seats—space which was entirely 
filled. Mr. Lewis was chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee in the House, and became chairman of the 
Finance Committee when he was advanced to the Senate 
He was one of the leading Southern statesmen of ante- 
bellum days. 

On one occasion he was in a wrecked vessel, and ta 
transfer and saving of the passengers to the lifeboats, 
Mr. Lewis refused to get into a crowded boat, but waited 
a few moments in a dangerous position for ancther 
chance to be saved. He died in New York Olty in 1848 
at the age of 46 years. 

The great chair which was provided for Mr. Lewis 
was retained for years by the late Mr. Bassett of the 
Senate chamber, and when Judge David Davis, who was 
a very large man, came to the Senate from Illinois, the 
Lewis chair was placed at the disposal of the great 
jurist. It is said he looked et it in disgust, and ob- 
served that he did not want a lounge for a seat. He had 
it removed, and a very large chair was provided for 
him, which now eits in the Senate Appropriation Com- 
mittee room, and was pointed out recently by Mr. Zim- 
merman. 

Two years ago the Lewis chair was purchased by the 
family of the Alabama statesman. 

Since the Civil War Gustave Schleiche of Texas, a 
member of the Forty-fourth and Forty-fifth Congresses, 
was perhaps the largest statesman, physically, of recent 
years. He weighed about 430 pounds. The door of the 
hall of the House leading to the center corridor was al- 
tered at the time for a comfortable entrance to and fro, 
He died during his second term. 

In speaking of the large men of Congress, some days 
ago, Amzi Smith, In the Senate document room. said 
that Congressman John Wentworth of Illinols was per- 
haps the tallest man of the American Congress; that he 
was called “Long John Wentworth,” and that the feath- 
erweights Senator Mahone of Virginia or Alexander 
Stephens of Georgia was perhaps the lightest.—[Wash- 
ington Post,

‘Tcee-dwelling Ants. 


TRIBES OF CLEVER INSECTS WHICH 
BUILD ABOVE THE FLOODs. 


; By a Special Contributor. 


[e a forest-covered region, like Brazil and the 


Guianas, the native animals are mostly arboreal. 
Nature has fitted them for living in trees. The 
monkeys hitch themselves to the boughs with their 
prehensile tails, the sloth eats and sleeps suspended by 
its long, curved claws. Of the many kinds of ants that 
infest the South American forest, some have followed 
the prevailing fashion and taken up their abode in trees. 
At first sight this seems a strange thing for them to 
do. In temperate countries ants live in underground 
burrows. The little creatures, indced, may often be 
seen creeping up and down orchard trees on which scale 
insects have hatched out their broods. But these ants 
are merely occupied in collecting honey dew from the 
aphides, or in herding them, like cows; they are visit- 
ing their stock farms. In tropical America, however, 
the traveler in the “bush” soon finds out that many 
trees provide ants with convenient nesting places. 


A Disagreeable Introduction. 


The discovery is often made in this way. You are 
making a trip, perhaps, early in the dry season, in 
search of orchids. Paddling along a creek, you catch 
sight of a row of Gongoras or Oncidiams, perched on 
the stout limb of a giant tree. There is a leer on the 
quaint faces of the flowers, as if of definance. You do 
not accept the challenge yourself, but send aloft the 
smartest climber in your boat's crew. Up goes the 
black boy, bare-armed and bare-legged, and begins the 
task of detaching the plants from the bark to which 
they cling. The work of collection is interrupted by a 
squeal: “Oh, Lawd! Ant bite me, for true! Him 
juck (sting) too bad!"—and down comes Toby, hand 
over hand. 

The cause of all this trouble is a great ant. The boy 
has shaken off most of his tormentors, but one hangs on 
to the back of his neck with the grip of a bulldog. 
Remove it carefully with a forceps and note the size 
and strength of the insect. Nearly two inches long, 
dull black in color, with a big head and powerful jaws, 
it is one of the largest and most aggressive of the ant 
kind. Ponera is its scientific name, but the native In- 
dians, who justly dread its caustic sting, call it Muniri. 
This ant has constituted itself protector-general] of or- 
chids. Nesting under their fibrous roots, it rushes out, 
like an angry dog, to defend its home against the raids 
of the orchid hunter. The fibers that attach the plants 
td the tree enclose nooks and crannies enough to shelter 
a small colony of ants from the weather. In the rainy 
season the ground in the forest becomes a swamp. 
Under these circumstances the large-brained, warlike 
Poneras were quick to perceive the advantages of a 
ready-made, thatched nest over a burrow in the dam 


earth. So they took to the boughs } 
The Fire-ant. 

While the Ponera occuples a root labyrinth on the 
bark, there is another kind of ant that lives, like an 
owl, in hollow trunks. One of the commonest trees on 
the outskirts of the Guiana forest is the Ceeropia, 
which, on account of its hollow, chambered stem, is 
also called the trumpet tree. In habit of growth it 
closely resembles the papaw tree of Florida, having the 
same umbrella-like head of broad, long-stalked leaves. 
It is not advisable, however, to lean against a Ceeropia; 
still less to shake its stem roughly. If you do, you will 
feel as if a shower of live sparks had fallen on your 
bare skin. The concussion bas roused and dislodged 
the small red ants that haunt the tree. 

The Indians call] them “curubelleh,” or fire ant—a 
well-deserved rame, for their stings burn like strong 
acid. Entering the stem by a crack, or biting their 
way in, myriads of the yellow insects occupy the in- 
terior of a Ceeropia. The tree becomes an apartment- 
house for ants, a veritable sky scraper. If the interior 
were laid open, one would see chamber above chamber, 
the woody floors separating them pierced through, and 
ants passing up and down; grubs laid away in one room, 
food in another, insect prisoners confined in a third. 
Obviously the fire ants have planned well in securing 
such a fine house, sheltered from rain and sun, and not 
easily invaded by the ‘long, sticky tongue of the ant- 
eater. 

Cave Dwellers. 


There is a kind of Acacia growing in tropical Amer- 
ica that furnishes not only shelter but also a sort of 
honey very palatable to ants. This sweetmeat is found 
in cells at the base of the leaves, or hanging like a pear 


as readily as seaside cottages find renters 'n the sum- 
mer. Families of ants move in «hen the horny cells 
begin to swell. They rear their young under shelter, 
feed fat on the produce at their doors, and take their 
departure when the fine weat.er returns and the store 
chambers have yielded up all their sweets. 

In all the foregoing cases we have found ants avail- 
ing themselves of the means of shelter provided b» for- 
est trees. There are others that go to th. trouble of 
building themselves a nest under the branches. The 
most careless observer cannot fail to notice an irreg- 
ular excrescence that seems to grow, like a woody 
tumor, from the trun. of many forest trees In tropical 
America. Any native woodcutter will tell him that the 
brown lump is a nest of wood ants. 

If you break the rough, warty, outer crust, the 
honey-combed interior and its myriad denizens are ex- 
posed to view. The cells and corridors of the nest 
appear thronged with small, soft-bodied insects, gray- 
ish white in color and not unlike small maggots. Among 
them are seen some giants, with large heads and sickle- 
shaped jaws, and these, the soldiers, sally out as if to 
defend the breach. Both workers and fighters differ 
from true ants in being without stings and blind; they 
resemble them in their manner’ of living together ia 
communities and in being reproduced from a solitary 
queen mother. The latter is imprisoned in a special 
cell in the center of the nest, where, bloated and mo- 
tionless, she sits and reels out an endless chain of eggs. 


Ant Cities of Adobe. 


The nest of the wood ant Is built of tiny morsels of 
clay patiently agglutinated by the sightless workers. 
Starting from a hole in the ground at the foot of a trea, 
they first make themselves @ covered way, a tunnel 
of dirt running up the trunk. Having carried this far 
enough, they bring up fresh material from below and, 
working in the dark, build up their home, gallery by 
gallery and room by room. When the structure is 
finished, the construction tunnels serve as sheltered 
—_— of exit, hiding the insects from the sharp eyes of 
r 

The object of all this toil !s to obtain food under 
cover. The Termite, as zodlogists call the wood ant, 
feeds on dry, decaying timber. It does not eat, how- 
ever, without: discrimination; for it leaves untouched 
bitter woods, like quassia, and woods strongly tinctured 
with resins. In its relation to the tree on which it 
has settled the wood ant acts as kind of a scavanger, 
a remover of dead and sapless ‘tissue. 

The other ante which we have seen at home in trees 
have settled there for the convenience of a ready-made 
shelter. But the wood ant, while seeking its own ends, 
renders the tree that supports its nest an important 
service. There is an interchange of benefits. To judge 
from the multitude of their nests the wood ants play 
no small part in the economy of a South Americas 
forest.

nm such a radius would describe—just one-quarter 
of it. With Fat Shon as a center draw an imaginary 
circle of seven miles radius. From it run two radii, one 
northeast. These narrow limits will enclose “The 
“Ninety-six Villages,” as they are everywhere known. 
The official return of population for this district is more 
than two million. It is -based upon an actual count of 
the houses with the estimate of five persons to each 
house, a not unfair estimate by any méans. 

Through this section runs a main road from Fat 
Shon’ to Canton. On it and less than half a mile from 
the outskirts of the former is a village of five thousand 
inhabitants. It is in no sense a suburb of Fat Shon, 
but is as distinct as “the great wall of China” could 
make it, if it ran between.. Not a mile along this road 
but has its village of from five to twenty-five thousand 
souls. The same may be said of every other road 
through the section. In every direction are villages, 
often but half a mile from the boundary of one to that 
of another and seldom or never more than a mile. 
They are, of course, but farming communities, with the 
few stores necessary to supply their wants; their peo- 
ple till the surrounding fields and only a smal! propor- 
tion are devoted to trade. 

The absence of suburbs strikes one at Fat Shon, as 
at Canton and elsewhere. There is none of the grad- 
val scattering of the residences, no blending of city 
and country, we are used to in America. No vacant 
lots or solitary houses mark the projection of streets 
into fields, the characteristic of urban growth feeling 
its way into the country. The line of demarcation is 
as clear as a wall could make it: and, but for the ir- 
regularity of the house line, the outer row of build- 
ings, rear end to the field always would bear some 
resemblance to a city wall. 

The country around for miles is alluvial and level 
as the surface of a pond. It is devoted to the cul- 
ture of rice primzrily and to raising of vegetabl«s. The 
rice country looks like a field, but the part devoted to 
vegetables is verily a garden—one immense garden— 
without fences. Divided into symmetrical beds six feet 
broad by thirty, forty or fifty feet long, it is evident 
that all work is done by hand, the-man with the hoe 
taking the place of our familiar man with the plow. 
There are no idle fence corners; every inch of land is 
cultivated, except the narrow dikes and irrigation 
ditehes, which are really a part of the field. Small 
square stones, bearing strange Chinese devices decply 
cafven in their faces, mark the boundary lines between 
lots of different ownership. The dikes serve as path- 
ways—a very necessary featyre since between each bed 
is a deep ditch full of water to be used every evening 
in sprinkling the vegetables. These in turn are refilled 
daily from the canals, by gravity if their bottoms are 
ebelow the tide level, or by pumps when above. The 
constant rattle of these little treadmill machines is a 
pronounced characteristic of the scene. 

These fields seem to be John's playground as well, 
for he evidently takes a delight in his work. With but 
a small patch of ground to tend, he can give close cafe 
to each plant, and he does it; that can be seen at a 
glance. His hoe is always sharp and he seems eager 
to use it. And as the sun begins to decline sharply 
to the west, he rolls up his trousers till they look like 
a breechclout and wades into the ditches to water his 
garden. For this he uses a small tub, a foot in diame- 
ter and covered with a network of closely-woven bam- 
boo which acts as a sprinkler; this tub is fastened to 
the end of a long stick, and he can scatter water very 
evenly and over an area of considerable radius. As the 
sun strikes these little showers of water the reflection 
catches the eye even from a distance and gives a vivid 
impression of the number of people so engaged. 

Scattered over the plain, barely more than a mile 
apart are villages where live the tillers of the soil. 
These are as densely packed as the larger cities. No 
advantage is taken of the country to give broader 
streets, the only difference being that the caves of the

While most of these villages are places of a thousand 
or two inhabitants, at short intervals are larger 
ones running up to fifteen or twenty thousand, and at 
longer intervals to a hundred thousand. And this, 
means not elone around Canton and Fat Shon, but 
throughout these broad valleys. On the rivers and 
canals the towns expand into populous centers where 
meet the streams of travel between country and city, 
and where are made the household furniture and other 
articles of manufacture used on the farm and in the

needed has to be brought from far up the river, out 
of the hills, and is floated down in rafts, to be sawed 
into boards by hand when needed.

THE CARMELITE NUNS. 


THEIR WONDERFUL LIFE OF FAf£TING, PRAYER 
AND ENDLESS SILENCE. 


{Kansas City Star:] Prayer, penance, fast and silence, 
during all the 365 days of the year, is the manner of 
life of an order of women who have just established an- 
other branch of their institution in the United States. 
They are known as the discalceated nuns of Mt. Carmel, 
and are followers of the church of Rome Despite the 
fact that this strange order of women is a relic of the 
medieval age, and that the daily routine of their lives 
is entirely contrary to the dictates of modern civiliza- 
tion, they are gaining a strong foothold in this country, 
and their convents and numbers are steadily increasing. 
In a gloomy-looking little old house on Poplar street, 
just west of Fifteenth street, in Philadelphia, they have 
opened, or, more properly speaking, have entered and 
closed, another convent of Mt. Carmel. In it are clois- 
tered six young nuns. There are also two lay sisters 
who tend to the business of the institution. These siz 
choir nuns, as those taking the perpetual vows are 
called, have never since the day of their profession en- 
tered the world, nor come in contact with the people of 
the world, Save on this one occasion, when they travel 
from their mother house, near Baltimore, to their new 
convent in Philadelphia. 

All the dbstemious details of their existence are not 
known, except to a few who have studied the religious 
orders of the Roman Catholic Church. If their lives be 
unhappy or distasteful in any way their secret is never 
known in the world. From the hour when they take 
their final vows their faces are never seen. Neither 
father, mother nor sister may ever look upon them 
again, and even their veiled forms may not be seen. 
When business or some other important matter de- 
mands converse with the world they speak from behind 
curtained bars. The daily life of a Carmelite nun is as 
barren of beauty and luxury, even of what are deemed 
by the very poorest as absolute necessities, as is tho ex- 
istence of a doomed convict. Their bed is a plain, hard 
board, their clothes, winter and summer, are of the_ 
coarsest woolen, ever spotiessly clean, but harsh, and is 
warm weather uncomfortable. 


Of recreation and amusement they have absolutely 
none, not even of the most childish and harmless kind. 
Theit day begins at the first hour when the chapel 
chimes toll 12. Then they arise from their hard beds 
and in silence enter prayer. They enter their sanctuary, 
where an hour is spent in prayer. Their hour of mid- 
night adoration ended, they return to their board 
couches and rest until the stars begin to pale, when @ 
day of work and fast and prayer is begun. There is 
another hour before the altar, and then what they very 
inappropriately call breakfast. | 

Always the first meal of the magyar oe of dry bread 
and black coffee, except that in the case of illness an. 
egg is given. With this scant nourishment they start 
the work and exacting prayer of the day. After the 
tolling of the midday angelus another repast. ironically 
called diner, is served. “Dry bread, plain boiled potatoes, 
some other ordinary vegetables and perhaps codfish 
balls or some other inexpensive fish constitute the full 
menu of their midday meal. 
No butter, no sugar, no coffee, no tea, never a bever- 
age of any kind nor a relish or dessert, and taste of 
flesh of any description is absolutely strange to them. 
But probably the strangest of all the customs of the 
Carmelites is that of placing on the dining table before 
them a skull as a reminder that death must finally claim 
them all. It is said that young novices frequently give 
up their scant meals for days before they can accustom 
themselves tO the grewsomely nauseating object before 
them. That fleshless face is always there. But the 
young girls who enter the Carmelite convents must be 
come inured to this sight. The rosary, hung with @ 
crucifix, is their only ornament and a crucifix and per 
haps a skull are the only decorations in their narrow, 


gloomy cclls. 

The afternoons of the Carmelites are spent In much 
the same way as the mornings, with the exception— 
two hours are taken from the constant strain of prayer 
and devoted to what in the convent is termed recreation. 
This time is passed in sewing, generally in the making 
of church vestments, sacred heart badges, Agnus Deis 
and scapulars for the poor. This is what they call 
recreation—and yet never one word is uttered. Think 
of from six to twenty women siiting in a room for two 
hours, not speaking one word, and this when all the 
rest of the day has been spent in silemee. And yet this 
is what the Carmelite nuns do every @&y of their lives. 

Silence—silence—silence, always, except when thelr 
lips murmur prayer, and even the fall of their feet upos 
the rough wood floors is almost noiseless. No sound 
breaks the stillness of the air, save the soft rustle of 
coarse garments, the monotonous chant of the offica 
and a faint echo from the busy, beautiful, sinful world 
beyond their somber walls. 

The evening meal of the Carmelite nuns is as frugal 
as their breakfast. The early hours of the gloaming. 
are spent in silent contemplation and prayer, and dark- 
ness still finds them kneeling with bowed heads in sup 
plication for courage, faith and mercy. At 9 o'clock 
they silently enter their cells, where they rest upos 
their hard boards until the midnight hour of prayer. 
In silence their lives are spent, and even in theif last 
hours only the creed and confiteor pass their lips. ia 
silence and alone, save perhaps the presence of one of 
the nuns and a priest of the church, who is there to 
administer the last rites of the church, to listen to the 
last confession, to chant the prayers for the dying, te 
absolve and anoint.

Theodosius bad been living, since his father’s death,

Gratian lived four or five years‘after this, and finally 


was killed in a rebellion, which was raised against him 
by one of his generals. He grew lazy in the latter part

We never had any trouble to speak of in the Ladies’ 
Ald until that St. Louis milliner came to Berryville, an’ 
after that we never had nothing but trouble until she 
left.

In planning her traveling gown, the wise woman 
should select a light-weight skirt which, at the con-

Over- 
trimmed skirts and fancy waists are singularly out of 
place on a journey. A simple shirt waist of silk or 
wool, preferably black or some other dark color, will 
last the entire journey. Experienced travélers find 
comfort in bloomers of soft black silk or sateen. 

In addition to her ordinary toilet articles, let her 
tuck into her grip a pair of easy slippers, a kimono of 
black India or China silk, and several turn-over collars 
or soft stocks, to make her plain shirt waist look trim 
and fresh.

SOME SUGGESTIONS FOR IMPROVING 
AND BEAUTIFYING HOMES. 


By Kate Greenleaf Locke. 
Paper, Paint, Carpets and Curtains. 

RS. K. H H., Los Angeles, writes: “I now come 
to you for help. Please find inclosed plan of 
house, and will you kindly ald me with suggestions 
as to paper, paint, carpets and curtains for living-room, 
dining-room and hall? The living-room and hall are 
finished in oiled butternut; that, we wish to Icave as it 
is. The dining-room being shaded by two piazzas is 
rather a dark room: it has much woodwork that is now 
painted a very dark red; would like to change to a 
lighter color. I do not care fomgreen in dining-room. 
There is an opening between gining-room and living- 
room; what shall I use for draperies here? I have three 
walnut chairs upholstered in light-colored tapestry, a 
birch cobbler, three wicker chairs, a mahogany table 
and lamp stand. Antique oak furniture for dining-room; 
have no furniture for hall. Have many nice pictures; a 
lounge that needs to be recovered that I would like to 
have in dining-room; what shall I use for cover? Like 
80 many other who come to you I have only a moderate 
sum to expend, but would like to have my house look 
in as good taste as possible and will feel all the more 
grateful to you for help. This is a two-story-and-a-half 
frame house, situated in Central New York.

You can transform your dining-room utterly if you 
will paint your woodwork ivory white and paper the 
walls to ceiling with a striped paper in two tones of 
yellow. The ceiling should be plain ivory white. You 
can then use golden brown corduroy on your lounge 
with good effect. The same material and color should 
be used as drapery between dining and living-room. 
Cushions on your couch of yellow India silk will also 
look well. Your hall in plain tan colored cartridge 
paper would also be lighter than in anytifing else. This 
wall covering will be appropriate with dark wood work. 
White tufled muslin curtains at al! of your windows 
are quite in order as this is a farmhouse. You could 
even use them at the front door if it is of glass. In 
the living-room (for which I advise a white paper with 
red carnations or chrysanthemums on it,) use over- 
curtains of plain Turkey red calico. A pretty way to 
paper in here would be to place the picture molding 
two feet below the ceiling, then paper with the flowered 
design up to this, and above the molding use plain red 
Paper the exact shade of flower. A very narrow cornice 
molding can then be fitted in the angle of ceiling and 
wall, and the ceiling covered with plain cream white. 
A rug of red terry would be pretty for the floor. Your 
wicker chairs could be used effectively in here with 
cushions of Turkey red. A lamp with a red shade on a 
wicker stand would also add to the attractiveness of the 
room. I saw in one of the large department stores in 
New York City last summer armchairs of scarlet wicker 
and at once realized how charmingly one or two of 
these would add to the furnishing of a country sitting- 
room in red and white. Your parlor would be cool and 
sweet with robin's-egg blue plain paper on side walls up 
to a low-set picture mold. Above the molding, paper 
with rather large figured paper of blue hydrangea or 
rhododendron biossoms with green foliage to ceiling, 
and over that plain cream. If you can possibly manage 
to secure the paper for this fringe and linen taffeta of 
corresponding color and design, you can make your 
parlor simply delightful by udsing overcurtains of the 
taffeta and uphoistering an old Davenport and two foot

Color your parlor and hall alike in walis and ceilings. 
I would advise robin’s-egg blue for side walls and cream 
ceiling down to picture mold. I recommend this clear, 
cool shade because it gives more space and atmosphere 
than any other tone on walls, and it will go well with 
the green stain of your woodwork, as well as with the 
rug you describe. A handsome chair in light oak beside 
a well-made wicker table, holding a plant and card re- 
ceiver would furnish your little hall. A mirror with an 
oak frame would look well hung over the tabfe. A soft 
shade of butter-cup yellow with white muslin curtains 
would give you a charming dining-room. Use yellow 
flowers to decorate your table. Do not use your rope 
portieres. Curtains of blue burlap would be more ef- 
fective used between the dining-room and parior, in 
your pink bedroom make the ceiling a shade or two 
lighter than side wall.

S WILL be noticed, the Care of the Body depart- 
A ment this week has been somewhat enlarged. This 

has been rendered ger, by the growing popu- 
larity of the department, and the numerous communi- 
cations that are received relating to it. The Times will 
endeavor to keep the department up to the high stand- 
ard that was set for it at the beginning, and so to 
deserve the confidence of its readers. 

it is a well-understood fact that a great majority 
of the hygienic publications—many of which abound 
in valuable and interesting articles—are owned or con- 
trolled in the interest of some hygienic or medical 
specialty. For instance, one widely-circulated monthly 
is mainly devoted to extolling the virtues of a variety 
of syringe, which is doubtless a good thing. Another 
js owned by the proprietors of an exceedingly popular 
patent medigine, although this fact would never be 
suspected, from a perusal of its columns. Yet another 
hygienic monthly is published for the purpose of boost- 
ing the use of raw ox blood for al! kinds of buman dis- 
case, a rather unpleasant and illogical idea. If we 
should drink bivod to make blood, then why not chew 
iron to make iron, and bones to make bone, and coal to 
make carbon, and so forth? Good, tresh cream would 
be far better, and certainly more appetizing. Yet other 
hygienic publications are mainly devoted to the ad- 
vocacy of ceriain sanitary foods. 

As The Times has said, most of these publications 
give out much of interest and value on the subject of 
hygiene, of which The Times regularly avails itself, by 
publishing copious extracts, with proper credit. The 
fact, however, is, as we have said, that a majority of 
them are published in the interest of some specialty, 
and this must necessarily lessen their influence and use- 
fulmess. If they are not devoted to the exploliation 
of any particular articie, or method of cure, then they 
are usually inclined to be somewhat hidebound and 
prejudiced in favor of some particular school of healing, 
refusing to see anything good that comes from other 
sources. 

On the other hand, The Times Is not only absolutely 
free from connection with any particular hygienic or 
medical interest, but is also entirely free from prejudice 
for or against any particular school of bealing, except 
eo far as they ignore the manifest laws of nature, for- 
getting what Pythagoras said, more than two thousand 
years ago: “Nature cures; not the physician.” To all 
earnest, conscientious physicians, of whatever school, 
who believe that mother nature is always trying, not to 
kill, but to cure her children, and who therefore recog- 
nize the necessity of studying nature's processes, and 
alding ber efforts, rather than obstructing them with 
poisonous drugs and unnecessary food, in times of sick- 
ness, The Times extends iis hearty sympathy, and prom- 
ises its active support. 

Finally, it should once more be repeated that this 
department of The Times does not pretend to be a 
physician's consultation parlor. It does not pretend to 
Prescribe for individual ailments, or to trench upon the 
province of the family physician, except so far as to 
attempt to inculcate some common sense and self-evi- 
dent hygienic principles, which really should be futy 
known to all intelligent grown people, on the principle 
of Carlyle’s saying: “Every man is a fool or a physi- 
clan at forty.” 


Fiesl, Eaters and Vegetarians. 


EFERRING to a communication published, with 

comments, last Sunday, from an aged vegetarian, 
who protested against a published statement that flesh- 
eating—and consequently the slaughter-house—is a 
necessary adjunct of civilization, Dr. Dinsdale sends 
The Times the following clipping from an unnamed 
newspaper. Dr. Dinsdale’s letterhead shows that he 
is the “president and general manager” of a number of 
specialities for various ailments: 

“The ruling nations of the world are meat eaters, and 
history records that they always have been. 

“Vegetarians and food cranks may explain this in 
any way they choose, but the facts remain that the 
Americans, English, French, Russians and Germafs 
are meat-eating nations, and they are also the most 
- energetic and most progressive. 

“The principal food of the heroic Boer soldier known 
as biltong, is a sort of dried beef, affording a great deal 
of nourishment in a highly concentrated form. 

“The weak races of people are the rice-eating Chinese, 
Hindoos and Siamese, regarded since the dawn of his- 
tory as non-progressive, superstitious and inferior 
physically and mentally to the meat-eating nations, who 
‘dominate them. 

“The structure of the teeth plainly indicates that hu- 
man beings should subsist upon a variety of food, meat, 
fruit and grains, and it is unhygienic to confine oné’s 
diet to any one of those classes to the exclusion of 
another. 

“Meat is the most concentrated and most easily-dl- 
gested of foods, but our manner of living is often so 
unnatural that the digestive organs refuse to properly 
digest meat, eggs and similar nutritious and wholesome 
, but & is not because such food is unwholesome, 
the real reason is that the stomach lacks, from 
dig@ase or weakness, some necessary digestive element: 
hence arising indigestion and later on chronic dyspepsia 


“Nervous people should eat plenty of meat, conva- | 


lescents should make meat the principal food, hard- 
working people have to do so, and brain workers and 
office men should eat not so much meat, but at least 
once a day and to insure its perfect digestion.” 

Well, now,, let us see. The Roman soldier did a 
considerable amount of “ruling” in his time—at least, 
he made possible the rule of the Caesars. His ordinary 
fare, when on the march, burdened with heavy ac- 
coutrements, consisted of a pint of wheat and a little 
thin red wine. The Romans, in the days when Rome 
ruled the world, were exceedingly frugal in their diet, 
one of the early writers chiding men who ate to re- 
pletion twice a day. It was not until the Romans be- 
gan to give themselves up to gustatory delights—to 
take emetics upon a full meal, so that they might gorge 
themselves again, and to feed the fish in their ponds 
with the bodies of slaves, that proud Rome succumbed 
to the invading hordes of hardy tribesmen from the 
north. The diet of the people of ancient Greece, when 
that country was in its prime, also consisted mainiy 
of vegetable foods. 

It is not true, in the strict sense of the word, that 
the people of England, France, Russia and Germany 
are meat-eating nations, in the sense that the people 
at large live largely on meat. How much meat does 
the average peasant of one of those countries consume? 
Not, perhaps, because he would not like to do so, but 
because he cannot afford it. It is safe to say that the 
average German or French peasant does not consume 
as much solid flesh food in a week as a high liver 
among our weallhy club loungers gets away with at 
ameal. How much meat is consumed by the common 
soldiers of Russia and Turkey, two of the finest types 
of the military man in the world? The Russian sol- 
dier is a pretty good evidence of what a man can do, in 
a very severe climate, on a diet of black bread and 
cabbage soup. 

As usual, the rice-eating orlentals are referred to by 
the writer of the above article. It is a favorite argu- 
ment of those who oppose vegetarianism to contrast 
the rice-eating Hindoos with their beef-eating British 
rulers. This argument is a weak one, and will not hold, 
for the reason that rice is ah unsatisfactory and insuffi- 
cient food, if used largely or exclusively, consisting. as 
it does, mainly of starch, and containing only a small 
percentage of protein. It should only be used, like 
potatoes, in conjunction with highly nitrogenous foods, 
such as milk, or cheese, or eggs, or meat. The force of 
this statement may plainly be seen from the following 
table, showing the water-free composition of rice, 
wheat, four, oatmeal, corn meal and beans:

diet. On the other hand, how about the sturdy High- 
landers of Scotland, who subsist chiefly on oatmeal, and 
the brawny peasants of Ireland, whose diet is mainly 
confined to potatoes and buttermilk’ A lion or a tiger 
may vanquish an ox or a horse, and is able to put forth 
an immense amount of strength for a brief time, but 
neither carnivorous animal could begin to do the steady, 
continuous work that is undertaken by those herbivor- 
ous animals. Again, as stated by Mr. Crosby. in his 
communication published last week, within the past ten 
years there have been many notable athletic contests 
.in Europe, particularly in Germany, and in every in- 
stance where vegetarians have competed, they have 
been victorious. 

There is no reasonable doubt that the original food 
of man consisted of fruits and nuts, which naturally 
appeal to the appetite of the man whose tastes have not 
been perverted. What child, when given the choice, 
would prefer a piece of hog meat to a ripe peach? It 
is illogical to claim that nature originally intended 
human beings to obtain their nourishment from food 
that has been passed through the animal, often accu- 
mulating disease in the process, and necessitating the 
bloody and tiresome work of killing and cleaning and 
cooking. Mankind probably took to the eating of flesh 
food in some time of exceptional scarcity, just as ship- 
wrecked sailors are sometimes forced, against their 
will, to eat each other, or die of starvation. 

The usual statement made by those who oppose a 
vegetarian diet is that a “mixed diet” is the best. This 
assertion is repeated, parrot-like, without the accom- 
paniment of any particular reason why it should be so, 
except that man has a stomach like a dog. It is true 
that a bog will eat meat, but no intelligent person will 
claim that bogs fed on the refuse of a slaughter-house 
are so healthy, so free from disease, or so wholesome 
for food purposes, as bogs that are fed on corn, and al- 
falfa, and acorns, and other vegetable food. 

It is rather late in the day for any intelligent per- 
son to claim that a properly-selected diet from the 
vegetable kingdom is incapable of sustaifiing a person 
in full bealth and strength, or to deny that such a diet 
leaves the blood im a condition where it is less sus- 
ceptible to disease. English physicians in India have 
expressed marvel at the extraordinary rapidity with 
which native vegetarian soldiers have recovered froih 
wounds. Dr. Dinsdale may be an expert on bust-de- 
velopers, restoratives for lost manhood, and so forth, 
but he has evidently not devoted any great amount of 
investigation ‘to the subject of food.

It is interesting to note the opinion that sanatoria are 
not, however, tlie last word in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis. “These 108 essays,” says the London Lancet, 
“lead to the belief that the ultimate treatment of con- 
sumption will not be in sanatoria.” Pure air and long 
walks may not be monopolized, and when the efficacy 
of such methods of treatment shall have been amply 
and contlusively demonstrated in model, scientifically 
managed institutions, such principles will be put In prac- 
tice by physicians and tndivduals everywhere. Indeed, 
the Lancet ventures upon the broad, general statement 
Yhat ‘pure air, sunlight, pure water, good food and 
healthy environment could, if procurable in a great city, 
banish most diseases, or cause them to be as rare in 
this country as leprosy, plague or cholera.” 

Allopaths and Osteopaths. 


HE members of the so-called “regular school” of 

medicine are not, as a rule, in the habit of exhibit- 
ing much affection or esteem for those who profess to 
heal by other methods. They seem, however, to be 
particularly vindictive against the growing school of 
osteopathy, having transferred to it much of the bitter- 
ness with waich, in previous years, they fought the 
homeopaths, until they were forced, by the pressure 
of public opinion, to allow them to be recognized. At 
least one bill has been introduced in the present State 
Legislature which is aimed at the suppression of os- 
teopathy in California. At a previous session of the 
Legislature, two years ago, a bill was passed, making 
the practice of osteopathy legal in California. It has 
already been legalized in thirteen States, namely, Ver- 
mont, Missouri, Michigan, North Dakota, Tennessee, 
lilinois, Montana, Kansas, Nebraska, Texas and Wis- 
consin. In several] other States earnest efforts will be 
made during the coming year to secure recognition of 
osteopathy by the legislators. 

Opposition to those laws tending toward the recogni- 
tion of osteopathy bas always been originated and sus- 
tained by the established schools of medicine. This 
opposition has been so well organized that in gome 
instances it has been successful in defeating protective 
osteopathic measures in the various State Legislatures. 
In lowa, for example, the first osteopathic bill pre- 
sented to the Legislature, passed both Houses, but 
was vetoed by the Governor. At the next session of 
that Legislature the bill passed both Houses almost 
unanimously, and“the same Governor who vetoed the 
first bill, signed the second. Again, in Georgia, both 
Houses passed the osteopathic bill,.but the opposition 
from the organized medica! societies was so strong that 
the Governor was persuaded to veto the bill, after he 
had at first recommended its passage. in other States 
the effects of the opposition are seen in the modifications 
which have appeared in osteopathic bills, after they 
have been presented to the Legislatures. In a few 
States this modification has so altered the original bill 
that it has made it absolutely worthless. In Wiscon- 
sin, for example, they have a law requiring courses 
in osteopathic colleges, covering four years, with but 
seven months to the year. This is an unwise law, for 
it makes the osteopathic courses uneducational. If 
osteopathy pretends to anything, it pretends to an edu- 
cational and a scientific basis. Lecture courses given 
only seven morths in the year are in go sense educa- 
‘tional, according to present standards and methods. 
No university which does recognized scientific work 
would think of establishing college years of only seven 
months’ duration, so the State of Wisconsin, by enact- 
ing a law which requires a man to spend four years 
of time in’ securing twenty-eight months of training, 
which any recognized university would say ought to be 
imparted in three years, strikes a direct blow at true 
edtication. 

The reasons for the opposition from the established 
schools of mecicine are (1) the natural conservatism 
toward anything which is new; (2) the belief (not 
having investigated the maiter at all.) that members 
of the osteopsthic school are uneducated in biological 
subjects and in everything pertaining to diseases—in 
short, that they are simply masseurs, who have no 
ability or special education, which In any way adapts 
them for the position of a physician; (3) the belief 
that financial gain for the osteopathic physician means 
financial loss for them. 

Undoutbedly, however, the main reason for the op- 
position to oeteopathy is the fact that the crities of 
this school have not taken the trouble to inform them- 
selves concerning it. A prospectus of the Pacific School 
of Osteopathy, an incorporation which represents the 
best to be found in osteopathic colleges, shows that stu- 
dents receive practical training in osteopathy, minor 
surgery, gynecology, obstetritics, X-ray therapy, anal- 
yses of blood, urine, gastric contents, sputum, faeces, 
etc., pathology and bacteriology, and other professional 
subjects, based upon teaching, which is given them in 
anatomy, histology, chemistry, biology, physiology, 
psychology, etc. Many eminent professors and assistants 
of universities, normal. schools and other insti- 
tutions In various parts of the country have visited 
this school. One professor, a man who stands hich as 
an educator In this State, and who had been strongly 
prejudiced against osteopathy, made the remark that 
he had never seen a body of men and women enzaged 
In professional work who appeared to be so much in- 
terested in gereral scientific matters as were those con- 
nected with the school. 

Another erroneous impression, which prevails largely, 
is that osteopathic physicians are permitted to practice 
after a very brief course of study. The compulsory 
course in the Pacific School of Osteopathy has been two 
years of ten months each. Beginning with next Septem- 
ber, a course of study covering three years of nine 
months each will be enforced.

There are, of course, incompetent and unworthy men 
among the osieopaths. But will any intelligent allopath 
have the to claim that his school is entirely 
free from such? The aim of all true reformers and 
friends of humanity should be, not to war against 
any particular school of medicine, but to recognize 
and utilize the good that there is in each, and mean- 
while to seek to weed out from all the schools those 
who are unworthy, and who, by their actions, bring 
disgrace upon a noble profession.

Rheumatism. 
HEUMATISM is one of the most puzzling and difficult 
diseases with which physic'zns are called upon to 
deal. Formerly, it was believed that alkaline remedies 
were the proper thing for rheumatism. Nowadays, 
acids, in the shape of lemon, are widely recommended. 
All of which goes to show that the medical fraternity, 
like the rest of us, still have much to learn, in regard 
to the treatment of the most common diseases. The 
danger is not so particularly in that they have much to 
learn, but that so many of them—especially the younger 
ones—seem to think that they know it all. 

The following communication has been received: 

“For a long time I have been troubled with rheu- 
matism caused by phosphatic deposits in the urine. 
Being an opposite nature to uric acid, would lemon 
juice dissolve the phosphate of lime, or must it be re- 
moved by chemicals?” 

In regard to the question of using large quantities 
of lemons for the cure of rheumatism, the correspondent 
is referred to an answer to another correspondent, pub- 
lished in this department last week. The cor nd- 
ent is mistaken in supposing that the presence de- 
posits in the urine is the cause of rheumatism. Not 
the cause, but the effect—nature trying to eliminate 
some of the undesirable matter. All that man can do is 
to assist nature in this effort. Lemon juice, in moderate 
quantities, or any other vegetable acid, is doubtless a 
good thing. As all animal foods, even milk and eggs. 
contain uric acid, they should evidently be used with 
great moderation, also all grain foods, which con- 
tain much lime, and tend to stiffen the joints. Large 
quantities of distilled water should be taken between 
meals. This will aid in removing the uric acid from 
the system. A thorough sweat should be obtained, In 
the most convenient matter, at least once a week. A 
good rubbing of the joints with eucalyptus oil, daily. 
will also be found beneficial. See article on the euca- 
lyptus, for a suggestion on the use of liquid from the 
boiling of eucalyptus leaves. 

A preparation known as Uricsol is commended by 
some Los Angeles people, who have tried it. As it fs a 
proprietary medicine, the component parts of which 
are not made public, the editor of this department is 
only able to say that he has heard good reports in 
regard to its effects from Los Angeles people of stand- 
ing and veracity. However, no medicine will avail, so 
long as the patient continues to consume large quan- 
tities of food that is burdened with uric acid, among 
other anima) offal.

This is another of those cases of personal ailment, 
regarding which The Times does not pretend to give 
advice. However, a few words in regard to the hygienic 
treatment indicated in such cases are offered. 

Laryngitis is a catarrha) inflammation of the mucous 
membrane, characterized by suppressed voice and pain- 
ful swallowing. In an acute form, there is some fever, 


dificuity in breathing 
coughing. It is usually caused by exposure to cold 
and dampness, inhalation of irritating substances, and 
straining the voice, as in addressing a meeting in the 
open air. 

A bandage of linen, wrung out of water and covered 
with flannel, worn at night, is a good thing, care be- 
ing taken to sponge off the neck with cold water in 
the morning. Relief may also be obtained by inhaling 
the vapor, from eucalyptus leaves, or eucalyptus oil, in 
boiling water. The air breathed by the patient should 
be kept as moist as possible, and the diet should be 
mild, consisting principally of liquid food. In chronic 
cases it will be necessary to persevere with the treat- 
ment for some time, in order to effect a cure.

Ever-burning Lamps. g 


—— HALL and Park have been in the pos- 
session of the Towneley family ever since the reign 
of King Alfred—that is to say, for more than one 
thousand years, and have a distinct claim to celebrity, 
for it is to be feared that the famous lamp of Towne- 
‘ey chapel was the last of the so-called ever-burning 
lamps in England. At the beginning of the last cen- 
tury there were some half a dozen known to fame still 
alight, and which had been burning for centuries, while 
at the time of the reformation and the dissolution of 
the monasteries by King Henry VIII, there were many 
hundreds of them that had been burning without inter- 
ruption from the time of the Norman conquest. 
Doubtless, these perpetual lamps were a remnant of 
that form of pagan worship known as the everlasting 
fire, which was kept alight by guardians, both male and 
female, the latter known as vestals, and who were 
punishable with death if they allowed the fire to go. out. 
How much importance was attached even after the 
reformation, and well on into the seventeenth cen 
in Europe, ta these ever-burning lamps is demonstra 
by the fact that some of the greatest scien ' 


days devoted both much time and labor to the discov- 
ery of some species of illuminant that would burn for- 
ever.

There should be a good open- 
ing for the extension of this industry in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Reference to the medicinal value of eucalyptus 
oll and eucalyptus leaves will be found in the “Care 
of the Body” department of today’s Times. 

The eucalyptus is also valuable as a source of nectar 
for bees. They bioom freely and early, some species 
being found in bloom any day of the year, even during 
droughts, when other blossoms are scarce.

To Prevent Collisions. 


EFERENCE in The Times two weeks ago to a Lo; 

Angeles invention for preventing train collisions 
and other disasters of the rail, has attracted wide at- 
tention to the device. The merits of the new signal 
system, which has been patented by Charles W. Mills 
and William W. Piddington, have been widely dis- 
cussed by railroad men, and the practicability of the 
appliance is generally conceded. A test on a large 
ecale is soon to be made, and the inventors express con- 
fidence that it will meet every requirement. 

It is claimed for the new system, which is electrical, 
that’it is cheaper than any other, can bé applied any- 
where, cannot be affected by weather, cannot get out 
of order without giving instant warning to the engi- 
neer of the train, and that there is absolutely no pos- 
sibility of a collision. The signals are operaied by 
means of a duplex conductor, and are in the cab cof the 
locomotive, before the eyes of the engineer. They 
consist of a red and a green incandescent lamp, a 
gong, and a telephone, and the distance at which warn- 
ing is to be given is readily regulated by the arrange- 
ment of the track. 

Following are the claims made for the Mi!!ls-Pid- 
dington system, and which leading local] electricians 
and experienced railroad men say it will “make good:”’ 

When two trains approach each other, with locomo- 
tives headed in opposite directions, the enginecr’s 
gongs ring, and the red lights are turned on. Should 
the engineer not see the light, he will hear the gong, 
and vice versa. 

When two trains moving in the same direction, or 
one backing and the other standing still, or one ad- 
vancing into the rear of another, get too near for 
safety, the gongs will ring in both cabs, but in the 
locomotive of the forward train the green lamp will be 
lighted, indicating to that engineer that the danger is 
in the rear; in the rear cab the red light will inform 
the engineer that the danger to his train is ahead. 

Should a switch be open, the gong in the cab of the 
locomotive of any advancing train will ring, and the red 
light flash at the same distance as though another 
train were approaching. The same applies to an open 
drawbridge. 

In the case of a train leaving a siding, the trainmen 
will always close the switch, because the gong in the 
locomotive cab will sound, and a green or red light 
flash (according to position of train,) until switch is 
closed, so that the engineer will not puil out. 

Should a car be standing on a siding and projecting 
upon the main track, or standing on the main line, the 
engineer of any approaching train will get a red light 
and a gong signal. 

The train-dispatcher can recall a train within nine 
mfies of any station to transmit necessary orders or 
for any purpose. 

In case of a washout, or other disaster to track, the 
trackwalker can stop any train at a distance of a mile 
and a half, and communicate with the engineer, or he 
can communicate with the nearest station instantly. 

Instant warning reaches the engineer in case of a 
broken rail. 

Perhaps the most remarkable feature of the inven- 
tion is a telephoné, which hangs in the cab ready for 
immediate use whenever required, being-—operated in 
the same way as an ordinary telephone. After a col- 
lision is averted the engineers simply throw a switch, 
stopping the gong and light, take down their ‘phone 
receivers, and arvange right of way and other matters 
by talking. 

Trains cannot in any possible way get nearer than 
a mile and a half to each other without both engincers 
being doubly warned. 

Developments regarding this important safety appil- 
ance will be watched with interest by the traveling 
public and by railroad men.

Cereal Food Factory. 

YGIENE is a prevailing fad nowadays, and a very 

sensible fad it is. It is more particularly shown in 
the popularity of cereal foods and physical culture. The 
manufacture of these cereal foods has become one of 
the prominent industries of the United States. Almost 
every day a new one makes its appearance. In Battle 
Creek, Mich., the headquarters of this “cult,” there 
are no less than twenty-eight cereal-food companies. 
As in the case of cheap cigars, the chief difference be- 
tween these foods lies in the name. The main point 
is to select a catchy name, and judicious advertising 
does the rest. As The Times has remarked, in its 
hygienic department, any one can manufacture a cereal 
food for himself, by taking clean wheat, grinding it in 
a small handmill, and parching it in a frying pan. 
This will cost about 1% cents for a pound whereas 
the cereal foods are usually sold at 15 cents for a one- 
pound package, a neat profit of 90 per cent., less the 


cost of manufacturing, advertising, etc No .wonder | 


cereal-food companies are multiplying. However, even 
at 15 cents a pound, the foods are cheaper and much 
more nutritious than beefsteak. 

A short time ago the Battle Creek people sent an 
agent to Southern California, to look around for a site 
for the erection of a branch sanatorium and sanitary- 
food factory. He dickered with the people of Long 
Beach, Monrovia, Anaheim and some other places, but 
his main idea seemed to be to obtain a large cash sub- 
sidy, so the project fell through. Now, Los Angeles is 
to have a cereai-food factory, established by three men 
who have had experience with cereal-food companies 
at Battle Creek, Messrs. Russell, Page and Winger. 
who are respectively president, vice-president and sec- 
retary of the California Cereal Food Company, which 
is now building a four-story factory at Huntington 
Park, a new subdivision a short distance southeast of 
the city, at the junction of the Santa Fé and Southern 
Pacific railroads, and close to the Long Beach electric 
line. The factory will manufacture two products, a ce- 
real food and an imitation coffee. The capacity of 
the plant will be 18,000 pounds of the cereal food and 
2000 pounds of the coffee cereal daily. The cereal food 
looks appetizing, and the cereal coffee bears evidence, 
from its aroma, that it has been flavored with coffee 
extract. This is perhaps a good idea, on the principle 
of weaning topers from whisky by giving them Hostet- 
ters’ Bitters, and Peruna, and so forth. It should cap- 
ture a good many people, who cannot make up their 
minds that there is any possible substitute for coffee, 
any more than there is for tobacco. 

The capital of the company has been largely sub- 
scribed by local people. The company is incorporated 
under the laws of Arizona, with a capita! stock of 
$500,000, divided into 50,000 shares of $10 each, bear- 
ing 10 per-cent. interest. About $350,000 worth of stock 
has been issued. The shares are said to be non-as- 
sessable, which is a mistake, as no State or Territoria! 
laws c&n absolve a stockholder from responsibility from 


the debts of a company, to the full par value of his. 


stock. The laws of the State of California provide 
thet a stockholder in an incorporation is responsible for 
a debt of the company in proportion to his holding of 
stock. Thus, in a company incorporated for $100,000, a 
ockholder with $1000 worth of stock would be re- 
nsible for 1 per cent. of the debts of the company. 
A recent decision by Judge Trask, which has been up- 
held by the Supreme Court of the State, was to the ef- 
fect that companies incorporated in other States or 
Territories, doing business in California, are subject to 
this law, just as if they had been incorporated here. 
Consequently, the incorporation tm Arizona of com- 
panies doing business in California, for the sake of es- 
caping the possibility of assessments, is futile, and the 
statements frequently seen in inducements announcing 
that stockholders in such companies are free from re- 
sponsibility is misleading.

Angora Goats in Ar'zona. 


HE Phoenix Democrat thinks that the raising of 
Angora goats is likely to become an important indus- 
try in the “sunkissed land.” The Democrat says: 
“The Angora-goat is attracting considerable attention 
at the present iime. Owing to his peculiar habit of 
browring on brush and weeds, he finds particular favor 


among farmers: The Angora-goat industry for reasons 


obvious to one who gives the subject careful study, is 
destined to come into great prominence in this Terri- 
tory. It seems particularly desirable that the attention 
of the farmer and ranchman should be called to this 
important industry at this time. 

“It is well known that unoccupied range, where a water 
supply can be developed at a reasonable cost, is scarce. 
Overstocking is noticeable almost everywhere on the 
cattle and sheep ranges. There are, however, consider- 
able areas of hilly or mountainous country producing 
little grass, but more or less thickly covered with brush 
or timber, which is eminently suited to the Angora goat. 

“The Angora-goat industry may be the means of add- 
ing millions to the wealth of the Territory, and the 
country at large. Comparing it with the sheep indus- 
try, we find that though the dressed carcass of the An- 
gcera goat may be somewhat smaller, the meat in quality 
is equal, if not superior, to mutton, The annual clip 
from sheep and Angora goats will probably average 
about the same by weight, but the fleece of mohair will, 
as a rule, bring three or four times as much as the 
fleece of wool. This is partially due to the fact that 
woo! loses 50 per cent., and often more, of its weight, 
during the scouring process, mobair losing only from 
5 to 10 per cent. The difference in price, however, is 
largely due to the greater value of the mohair fiber 
which possesses certain desirable characteristics not 
found in wool.”

mills. It was recently announced that the Sperry 
Company of Stockton, had purchased a site near Mateo 
street, in the east end of town, for a big mill.

Strawberries on Heavy Land. 


HE idea that strawberry culture Is successful only 

upon sandy soll seems to have met with defeat at 
Moneta, the first station west of Gardena I am told 
by a grower at Moneta that “dobe” land is being planted 
to berries extensively in preference to the lighter soils. 
It is not an experiment, but the result of two or three 
years of fine crops upon the black solls. Kt is now 
claimed that strawberries are easier of cultivation upon 
this class of land if the grower understands how to 
manipulate the cultivator. Work is done in dry weather 
or previous to irrigation, if I understand the new prac- 
tice, and the soil slaked and pulverized by the water 
application. If the gentleman's ideas are borne out by 
future experience the 200 acres in the vicinity of Gar- 
dena will be added to in great ratio very soon. 

The leading authorities tell us that a damp but well- 
drained sandy loam is ideal strawberry land and it 
would seem novel to have this ideal overturned by the 
rich black soll known in the West as “dobe.” It is 
well known in strawberry growing that the richer the 
soll the heavier the crops, but it may now be demon- 
strated that different methods of cultivation have placed 
the black land in the category of these requirements. 
If so, there will be no limit to the berry-growing belt 
of Southern California. One advantage of the black soil 
is that it will not leave the plants in the air after each 
heavy irrigation. If inclined to become too flat the 
grower throws the dry soll over the matted rows, cov- 
ering the plants, from which they emerge in fine con- 
dition. Sand cannot be thrown upon the winter plants 
without injuring them. The varieties grown in the 
beavy soils at Moneta are Arizona everbearing and 
Brandywine. Are these suggestions new to the majority 
of berry growers? They are new to the “notes afield.”

Butter can be produced in from 


Careless Dairymen. 

HE carelessness of some Canadian farmers in caring 

for cream is injuriously affecting the quality of much 
of their export butter. Leading Montreal exporters have 
“declared they do not receive as high a grade of butter 
from factories where the cream is separated on the 
farms, -by the farmers, as they do from separator cream- 
eries. Some buyers state they do not receive any first- 
class or finest butter from cream-gathering creameries. 
These statements brought on a public discussion con- 
cerning the merits of hand separators. J. A. Ruddick, 
chief of the government dairy division, states it is pos- 
sible to make as good and often even better butter in 
creameries where the cream is separated on the farms. 
On the~other hand, Mr. Ruddick claims it is difficult 
to make a uniformly high grade of butter in factories 
run on farm-separated cream, because of the percent- 
age of careless patrons connected with every cream- 
ery. These men neglect to take proper care of their 
cream, and of their separators, and thereby injure the 
quality of the butter’ manufactured by their factory. 
The discussion has led the agents for hand separators 
and the creamery managers to take greater pains In in- 
structing the” patrons how to care for their cream. No 


fault is attributed to the machines or apparatus used, - 


but it is the old question of the good patron suffering 
because of the careless dairyman. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
Breeding Up a Flock. — 


HILE I am not a believer in cross-breeding nor in 

breeding anything but pure-bred stock, I recognize 
the fact that there are a great many poeple who live on 
farms who do not feel like giving up their fowls for a 
single year, nor going to the expense of buying a pure- 
bred flock to take the place of their scrub stock. 

There is a way by which such people can get a pure- 
bred flock without much expense, and at the same time 
impreve scrub stock. 

This is by breeding up to some pure-bred variety. 
All that it is necessary to do is to buy a pure-bred cock 
of the variety chosen. This bird is bred to the scrub 
hens, and from this mating the most promising pullets 
are taken, to be bred the next year to another pure- 
bred cock of the same variety. ~ 

Each year there will be a notable improvement in the 
flock, and by the time this plan has been carried on for 
four or five years the flock will be of uniform co 
and practically of the same size and value. 

While this is being done a setting or two of eggs 
of the same variety toward which the owner of the 
flock is breeding can be bought, and the pullets savea 
and kept by themselves at such times as eggs for hatch- 
ing are wanted. When thé eggs are not being saved for 
this purpose these pullets may be allowed to run with 
the main flock, as the males will all be of the desired 
variety. 

Such a course will stock a farm with pure-bred poul- 
try in the course of four years, as the mixed bloods 
can be sold off as pure-breds are raised to take their 
place, and during this time the laying quality of the 
mixed-blooeds will be improving each year. 

I know of a flock that has been bred up in this way 
unti] the old scrub blood and odd colors have disap- 
peared entirely, and the whole flock would pass for a 
very fair flock of pure-bred Plymouth Rocks. 

Good care is always necessary, and the man who be- 
gins to improve his flock by adding pure bloods to it, 
and grading it up for the better, will usually take better 
care of the birds than he ever did of his old scrubs, 
and he can afford to do so, for the returns will warrant 


in doing this. 


In buying pure-bred males for this purpose, it is not 
necessary to get those which would score high, and 
breederg of pure-bred stock will usually sel] such birds 
at a low price, if they sell to a neighbor whom they 
know, being aseured that he will not do them any dam- 
age by claiming the cull to be a representative member 
of their strain.—[Henry Vane, in Commercial Poultry.

THE SUGAR BEET. 
A Fair Division. 


LL that has ever been asked in behalf of the sugar- 

beet growing farmers is a fair division of the fits 
of beet sugar manufacture between themselves and the 
manufacturers, according to their respective invest- 
ments and risks. There is no difficulty whatever in 
making such a division when all the facts are known. 
The facts on the farmers’ side are in an open book ac- 
cessible to all. Those on the manufacturers’ side are in 
a sealed book, accessible only to the manufacturers 
themselves. It is said, for example, that this or that 
factory cost $500,000 or $1,000,000 or $3,000,000, but we 
do not know whether that is the cost or not. The pub- 
lic does not know what is a fair depreciation charge to 
be added to interest. We do know, on the contrary, 
very accurately, the value of the land on which the 
beets are raised, for they are largely produced on 
rented land, and the capitalized rental is their value. 
The depreciation charge on that land, also, is easily 
reckoned by the cost of fertilizers or the loss involved 
in devoting the land, two years out of three, to a crop 
less profitable than beets. We do know, however, that 
when manufacturers are selling their stoek they represent 
the profits of the business as enormous, while when pur- 
chasing beets they declare that this year they are so 
small as to compel a reduction of 50 cents per ton in 
the price. They certainly lie either on one occasion 
or the other, and until they throw open their books 
and give the farmers as complete information about 
their business as they have of the farmer's the pre- 
sumption is wholly against them when they propose 
to pay less for beets.—[Chronicle. 


THE APIARY. 
Improve Bees and Beekeepers. 


OME time ago in discussing the question, “What is 
the most important thing that beekeepers can do to 
advance their interests,” the ground was taken by some 
that improved races of bees was the thing that should 
be sought, and that especially an effort should be made, 
by selection in breeding, to produce a strain with longer 
tongue reach than the ordinary, in order that the bees 
could be able to get the nectar now going to waste in 
the red clover fields. I have nothing to say against 
improving our stock as much as can be done in a prac- 
tical way. but, I suggest, there is far more room for 
of the 


As to long tongues, there are a good many practical 
men who do not believe there is anything in it. The 
fact is, bees are a hard proposition when it comes to 
controlling their actions in the matter of breeding. If 
by isolation and selection for a long period longer 
tongue reach was really secured, would there not be a 
great tendency to breed back to the ordinary type as 
soon as the extra precautions were withdrawn. And if 
the acquisition of longer tongue reach could be accom- 
plished, there are other traits of so much greater im- 
portance; for instance, a non-swarming habit coupled 
with hardiness and industry. Others could be men- 
tioned. 

I believe that for beekeepers as a class there is noth- 
ing that would be of more benefit than that of im- 
proved facilities for handling a crop of honey. Al- 
though the business pays a splendid profit on the 
amount of money invested, a great many try to get 
along without shoproom or necessary tools. More than 
half of those who work for extracted honey have not 
store combs to take care of the product when there is 
a good crop. Many get along without any shoproom or 
proper place in which to handle and store honey. 
Many have no extractor and lose more in one season 
than would suffice to pay for several extractors. A 
person who keeps twenty-five colonies of bees should 
have an extractor, even if his object is the production 
of comb honey. It will pay well to haye plenty of extra 
supers, store combs, and a handy place for work and 
storage.—[(Orange Judd Farmer.

of the necessity which exists for countering the Slav 
tendency toward politica] intrigue with the Slav rever- 
ence for anointed facts. Prince Ferdinand stepped into 
the Balkan throne at a moment of danger and despair 
for Bulgaria, and he has played a bold and adroit game 
in maintaining and securing his position, and that of his 
couatry amid dangers and difficulties, which are scarcely 
realized in Western Europe. If eggs have been broken 
in the process, at least the omelette has been made. 
In his heir, Boris, the Bulgarians have a future ruler, 
born and reared among themselves, and professing the 
national religion, who does not derive his ancestry from 
the stock of a successful peasant-leader of the nineteenth 
century, and who offers to his prospective subjects hopes 
which can be realized in no other direction. 

Out of the present conglomerate of faction, Russo- 
phile and Russophobe, it is to be desired that in the 
near future a strong center party may arise, having 
neither the foreign leanings of the one school, nor the 
court antipathies of the other, giving to the ruler of the 
principality the united backing he may well require, 
and to Sofiote policy a stability which it cannot other- 
wise possess; and it is possible that the events of’ 
the next few months may call into being such a party. 
Heraldic Considerations. 

Everywhere, after entering Bulgaria, one meets with 
the national device, the crowned lion rampant, gold on 
a red ground, or variously on a white, green, and red 
ground, horizontalwise, both charges being used offi- 
cially. It is difficult to guess by what process heraldic 
wisdom arrived at the lion-rampant device, which 
monotonously divides with the eagle and the Christian 
emblem most of the royal and princely coats of Europe. 
A medieval and not particularly accurate German “wap- 
pentafel” gives the arms of the ancient “Kingdom of 
Bulgaria” as follows: On a white ground, a wolf 
courant, between four bars, two in chief and two in base, 
gules. A white charge on a red ground was a favorite

the tinctures have in this instance been transposed; in 
either case the device would have been more distinctive 
and historically reminiscent than the lion, and the wolf 
can claim the august precedent of early Rome on its 
behalf. The former, however, is in possession, and its 
Bulgar name, lev, has been adopted for the franc coinage. 
In the absence of snow, very little of which has fallen 
since early in December, mud continues to be the dom- 
inant element, and every one in Sofia wears goloshes; 
even the military have a specially-constructed pattern, 
with brass-bound apertures, from which their spurs 
peep forth like guns from the portholes of an old three- 
decker. Here and there clean stretches of pavement 
mysteriously appear, like shafts of humor in an other- 
wise irreproachable comedy, and on these the children 
disport themselves, playing with smail walnuts and much 
enthusiasm a game which seems to combine the char- 
acteristics of marbles and skittles. Like golf, however, 
if the comparison will be forgiven (by either party,) it 
seems to be impervious to natural surroundings, and if 
no dry spaces are available, they play it in the mud.
